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JUDGE STALL TO PRESIDE OVER MARYLAND YEARLING SHOW 


T rainer A1 Stall Jr. will judge 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association’s 78th annual yearling 
show for Maryland-bred Thoroughbreds 
at the Maryland State Fairgrounds in 
Timonium on June 24. The 50-year- 
old horseman trained Blame to win the 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl in 2010 and 
trains the leading Louisiana-bred of all 
time, Star Guitar (a winner of 23 of 29 
races). During a break from training at 
Churchill Downs in early May, Stall talked 
about his assignment with Sean Clancy. 

How did it come about? 

Little Billy (Boniface) called me. 

Little Billy, he’s my age, asked me to do 
it. I knew a little about it from Frankie 
Brothers, I knew it was prestigious and 
fun—but then I saw the packet they (the 
MHBA) sent me, looking at the year-by- 
year, I was like, ‘Oh, gosh, it’s like the 
who’s who.’ We always have fun when 
we go back to Maryland, I’m looking 
forward to it. I like looking at horses and 
I like going to Maryland, so it’s a good 
combination. 

When did you first start looking 
at yearlings? 

I can’t remember when, I was 
following (Jack) Van Berg and Tee Red 
Bernis, in the ’70s I guess, when my father 
was around, just always did it. I remember 
Jack because he would take over the 
show and Tee Red Bernis, he was from 
Louisiana, he was leading apprentice in 
America, they thought he was 16, he was 
14. He trained, full of red hair, stretched 
out to about 260 after being an apprentice 
jock. That had to be in the mid-70s and 
I’ve done it ever since. 

What do you look for? 

I know Jack always said start at the 
bottom, don’t look up, don’t be impressed 
with a big body because the legs are the 
most important thing, keep your head 
down, start from the ground up. I’m like 
everybody else, just looking for athletes 
and a blend of the pedigree. I know what 
sires and dam sires are supposed to look 
like, grandsires, fourth dams, nowadays. 
Basic athleticism. I’m usually operating 
on short grass, money-wise, so I’m trying 
to find something that’s not the obvious 
thing. Keep it simple. 

Who’s the best you picked out? 

I guess J. B.’s Thunder, paid $42,000 
for him and won a Grade 1, he’s the best 



as far as ROI. I haven’t bought a ton of 
them, I don’t have a lot of action in that 
department. 


Did you see Blame as a 
yearling? 

I saw him on the farm. I would 
call Blame a typical Arch, brown, not 
necessarily plain, but marked plain. He 
didn’t jump off the page at anybody, he 
didn’t jump off the page at the farm at 2, 
he just showed himself eventually. We’ve 
got one over there that reminds me of 
Blame, a 2-year-old, by Arch, out of a 
Seeking the Gold mare (as is Blame). He 
wouldn’t have rung the bell at the sale, but 
I like him. 

Do you feel any pressure? 

I hope it’s not pressure, they don’t get 
mad at you if you knock their horse do 
they? I hadn’t thought about that, now, 
you’ve got me worried. I did notice the 
report card in the pamphlet they sent me, 
somebody picked Declan’s Moon that one 
year. I’ll be fine, I’ve been around long 
enough, I can handle it. It’ll be fun. 


MARYLAND-BRED TOPS KEENELAND SALE 


T he only Mid-Adan tic-bred offered-a 
chestnut colt bred by Wayne and 
Juanita Morris and foaled in Mary¬ 
land-brought a final bid of $700,000 
to easily top Keeneland’s 2-Year-Olds 
in Training sale April 9 in Lexington, 
Ky. Consigned by agent Ciaran Dunne’s 
Wavertree Stables Inc., the colt, from 
the first crop of Majestic Warrior, was 
purchased by Barbara Banke’s Stonestreet 
Stables and George Bolton. 

“Fast horse; galloped out fast [during 
his Preview Show breeze],” commented 
bloodstock advisor John Moynihan, who 
signed the ticket. “[Majestic Warrior] 
looks like he’s off to a good start. We’ll 
take our shot and see.” 

Out of Hennessy’s daughter Counter 
Cat, the sales-topper is a half-brother to 
Japanese stakes-placed Under Counter, an 
earner of $1,167,083. The Morrises sold 
the Majestic Warrior colt as a yearling at 
the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky July sale for 
$137,000. 

The Morrises got into the Thor¬ 
oughbred business when they purchased 
their first yearling in 1995. They selected 
Counter Cat at the Keeneland November 
sale in 2004, paying $35,000 for the then- 
5-year-old mare in foal to Stravinsky. The 


resulting foal was Under Counter (the 
mare’s third offspring). 

Under Counter was also sold as a 
yearling, bringing $150,000 at Fasig-Tip¬ 
ton Kentucky in July 2006. All four of 
Counter Cat’s foals of racing age are 
winners. 

Not For Love filly brings 
$130,000 at 0BS 2-year-old sale 

A daughter of all-time leading 
Maryland sire Not For Love out of multi¬ 
ple stakes winner Sticky was the top- 
priced Mid-Atlantic-bred at the Ocala 
Breeders’ Sales Company’s 2-year-old sale 
held April 23-26 in Ocala, Fla. 

Tim Kegel, agent, made the final bid 
of $130,000 to take home the filly from 
the Bo Hunt consignment. Hunt had 
purchased die Maryland-bred last fall 
for $28,000 at Keeneland’s September 
yearling sale. 

Bred by Robert Meyerhoff’s Fitzhugh 
LLC, the filly is the fourth foal out Sticky, a 
daughter of Concern bred and campaigned 
by Meyerhoff through a career in which 
she won the Maryland Million Oaks and 
two other stakes, placed in five additional 
stakes, and earned $381,650. Sticky is out 
of graded stakes winner Hair Spray.

MARYLAND AMENDS DRUG 
TESTING PROCEDURES 


I n April, the Maryland Racing 
Commission approved changes to 
its medication and testing proce¬ 
dures-sending the results of positive 
drug tests to a research veterinarian for 
analysis before issuing rulings. 

The changes took effect this spring 
and will involve George Maylin DVM, 
director of the New York Racing and 
Wagering Board’s Drug Testing and 
Research Program. The commission 
laboratory will conduct blood and urine 
tests like normal, but tests showing the 
presence of drugs will be referred to 
Maylin, who will determine if the level 
of the drug found in the horse could 
have affected performance. The move is 
similar to other states, and establishes a 
“checks and balances” system, according 
to attorney Alan Foreman, vice chairman 
of the Racing Medication and Testing 
Consortium. 

The change came to be after an 
appeal heard by the commission in April. 
In October 2011, Maryland Million 
Nursery winner Glib was disqualified for 
a post-race drug positive for Naproxen. 


Represented by Foreman, trainer Jerry 
Robb appealed the decision and the 
commission overturned it based on the 
level of the anti-inflammatory present in 
the horse’s system. Robb was fined $500 
for the violation, but the winner’s share of 
the purse was redistributed to owner No 
Guts No Glory Stable. 

“This drug is tested in the plasma 
and it has to be in excess of 1 nanogram 
in plasma or else it’s a trace level and 
pharmacologically insignificant; that 
was the case here,” said Foreman, who 
introduced expert witnesses to testify 
in the appeal. “This case was about the 
cutoffs by the laboratory in determining 
whether to report or not report a 
positive.” 

More importantly, Foreman said, the 
new protocol improves Maryland’s drug 
testing program and reflects the nature of 
current testing procedures. Today’s tests 
can detect trace amounts of substances 
and most states have equine medical 
directors who make determinations based 
on the test results. Maryland does not, but 
will now use Maylin—who oversees New 


York’s lab at Morrisville College-in that 
role. 

“He will review and determine if it’s a 
positive or not,” said Foreman. “If it gets 
reported to the stewards it will be because 
it’s been reviewed and determined to be a 
positive. It’s not fair in this environment 
to take purses away from owners and 
penalize trainers for trace levels of drugs 
that have no impact. This is absolutely the 
right thing to do. Now, the cases that get 
prosecuted are going to get prosecuted 
because they deserve to be.” 

I In April, the commission also heard 
an appeal brought by owner James 
Riccio, whose King and Crusader won 
the Maryland Juvenile Championship at 
Laurel Park in December 2011 but was 
disqualified after a protest by Robb and 
trainers with horses in the race. King and 
Crusader arrived late to the track and 
received the anti-bleeding treatment Lasix 
less than two hours before the race. The 
commission upheld the stewards’ decision, 
elevating Glib to victory in the stakes. 

As in the Maryland Million decision, 
this appeal brought about changes with 
Maryland Jockey Club tracks more closely 
monitoring Lasix administration and the 
arrival of horses on the grounds.

F 'or nearly a decade in this space, Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred has featured 
an update on a retired Thoroughbred.

It’s mid-morning at Hall of Fame 
trainer Janet Elliot’s Camden, S.C., barn, 
and the shedrow is buzzing. Late March 
feels more like early July on this day, 
and Elliot pauses just long enough to 
scrutinize as a groom hoses off a tall 


bay, back from the last set to gallop at 
Springdale Race Course. Nearby another 
groom cleans tack, while yet another rakes. 
A wayward Jack Russell Terrier dives into 
mischief a few feet away. Missing no detail, 
Elliot addresses all three before turning to 
offer a greeting. 

‘All right then, come see Flat Top.” 

To the casual observer, stable pony 
Flat Top is indistinguishable from Elliot’s 
horses in training. At 19, he’s dappled, 
he’s fit, he looks as if Elliot could put 
him on the van and send him racing. “He 
went out with three sets this morning; he 
worked hard today,” she said. “Didn’t you 
old man? He’s a character.”

Flat Top flew to victory In the 2002 Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase-NSA 1 at Far Hills, N.J., 
en route to earning a second Eclipse Award for owner Nancy Gerry 


No one knows that better than Elliot. 
Flat Top was bred by Landon Knight in 
Kentucky and began his career on the flat 
for Ken and Sarah Ramsey as a 3-year-old 
in 1996. Flat Top showed next to nothing 
in his three starts, earning chart comments 
like “no rally” and “no speed, outrun,” for 
trainer Niall O’Callaghan. 

The form-or lack thereof-prompted 
the Ramseys to sell Flat Top for $5,000 
as a steeplechase prospect. Toward the 
end of his jockey career, Jeff Teter made 
the purchase and less than five months 
later the son of Alleged won a 3-year-old 
maiden hurdle at the Virginia Fall Races 
in Middleburg. Sold to Nancy Gerry and 
moved to Elliot’s shedrow after the victory, 
Flat Top added the Raymond G. Woolfe 
Memorial Hurdle Stakes at Camden to 
close his rookie season. 

A stakes winner at 4, Flat Top blossomed 
at 5, capturing Colonial Downs’ Zeke 
Ferguson Memorial-NSA2 and Far Hills’ 
Breeders’ Cup Grand National-NSAl in 
October; and Camden’s famed Colonial 
Cup-NSAl in November. That record was 
shiny enough to snare him the Eclipse 
Award as champion steeplechaser of 1998. 

But the dark bay gelding (out of The 
Minstrel’s daughter Lady of the Light) was 
not without his foibles. 

“He was a terrible stall walker and a very, 
very bad bleeder,” Elliot said. “Definitely 
the worst bleeder I ever trained. And he’s 
claustrophobic in a stall. When we went 
racing or anything like that, he either had 
to stay in the horse van or a paddock. He 
was a high-maintenance horse. There were 
some leg issues-he had a fractured splint 
bone, a tendon, a suspensory—various 
little niggly things that bothered him along 
the way. ” 

Flat Top did not run at all in 1999 and 
only once in 2000, winning Keeneland’s 
Grade 1 Royal Chase. On the shelf again 
until 2002, he made five starts, all in Grade 1 
stakes. Duplicating his 1998 record, he 
triumphed again at Far Phils and Camden 
that fall, garnering Gerry another Eclipse 
trophy 

Sidelined again until October 2004, Flat 
Top reappeared at Far PPills for one final 
attempt at the Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase. 

“I don’t think he was quite fit enough, 
and Robert Massey pulled him up,” Elliot 
said. 

Game, set and match, Flat Top was a 
retiree, and Elliot became his new owner. 
Two Eclipse Awards, 21 starts with a 9-2-3 


record, and $592,306 banked, he headed 
home to the trainer’s Pennsylvania farm. 

“Mrs. Gerry had to get out of the horse 
business because her husband had died 
and her financial advisor said that she 
needed to start cutting back, so she owned 
him and she owned half of two other 
horses that I trained; actually that I bred. 
So I ended up getting them all back. There 
was talk about him going to somebody in 
Aiken, and I didn’t want that to happen. I 
thought Abu know, nobody knows this 
horse better than me.’ ” 

Flat Top proved himself as much of 
an asset off track as on, jumping into a 
role as Elliot’s stable pony and racehorse 
companion. He made as many trips to the 
paddock in retirement as he did during his 
racing career. Probably more. 

“Last winter I left him up north for a 
bit and then I needed him down here, so 
he came down,” Elliot said. “This year I 
brought him down right away because I 
knew I needed him. I have others I could 
have ponied off of, but he’s the best. 
Thanks to him, several horses have made 
it to the races that probably wouldn’t have 
made it, because he can go out there and 
gallop with the best of them. He had a 
work about a month ago with another 
horse because I had nothing else to work 
him with. Just an open gallop, probably 
finishing up in a little bit of a two-minute 
lick. He goes out there every day and jogs, 
or jogs and gallops. He’ll go out there and 
gallop 2 miles now and not be blowing. He 
can get competitive.” 


Flat Top munched hay as Elliot spoke. 
Watching her painstakingly hand-pick 
shavings out of her horse’s tail, it’s easy 
to forget that images of both adorn the 
walls at the National Steeplechase Museum, 
across the field on the Springdale property. 
It’s a sight seen in any barn on any given 
day. 

But nothing about Flat Top—or Elliot, 
come to that-is mundane. 

“He’ll be fine in a stall at the farm in 
Pennsylvania, because he’s got a window 
to look out and he’s got bars between all 
the stalls around him. He’s fine, and he 
doesn’t feel claustrophobic. I mean right 
now, he’s happy in this pen we’ve made for 
him here. If you put him in a stall, he’d be 
flying around in small circles. But he gets 
fed up with being in here, too. He’s eating 
his lunch right now, so he’s happy. But in a 
bit now he’ll have had enough and he’ll be 
talking to us.” 

As if on cue, Flat Top took a few steps 
forward and pushed the door open. 

“Let me get your halter and we’ll get 
your picture taken,” Elliot said to him. 

It’s said that the good ones know they’re 
good; that they have an air about them. 
With imperceptibly subtle cues from Elliot, 
Flat Top stood himself up and gazed 
off into the distance, looking every inch 
a Richard Stone Reeves painting. Elliot’s 
pride was written all over her face. 

“This is the most talented horse I ever 
trained-he’s a seriously good horse,” she 
said. “And I’ve had some very good ones, 
but he was the best.” Ufa

Editorial

A hearing in 
Pennsylvania 
for the horses 


P ennsylvania owners/breeders Gret- 
chen Jackson and George Strawbridge 
spoke of the noble Thoroughbred 
and its dependence on humans to do the 
right things. New Jersey trainer turned 
author Glenn Thompson pointed to a 
culture of cheating within Thoroughbred 
racing. Pennsylvania racetrack veterinar¬ 
ian Dr. Kate Papp talked about raceday 
medication practices. Hall of Fame jockey 
Gary Stevens leaned on the very real issue 
of jockey safety. 

The rest of us listened-to those wit¬ 
nesses and others-during a three-hour 
Congressional subcommittee hearing at 
Unionville High School in Pennsylvania on 
April 30. Tided “A Review of Efforts to 
Protect Jockeys and Horses in Horse- 
racing/’ the hearing featured two panels, 
several lawmakers, an auditorium full of 
Thoroughbred racing leaders and uncom¬ 
fortable topics. 

No matter where you sit on the issues 
bubbling around racing, there is no deny¬ 


ing the fragility of the situation and the 
importance of the discussion. April’s hear¬ 
ing came five days before the Kentucky 
Derby, involved major names and could 
be classified as an early rustling of leaves 
for potentially radical change. The House 
Committee on Energy and Finance’s sub¬ 
committee on health conducted the hear¬ 
ing, chaired by Pennsylvania Republican 
Joe Pitts. Other House members in atten¬ 
dance were Kentucky’s Ed Whitfield, 
Pennsylvania’s Patrick Meehan and Jim 
Gerlach and Texas’ Michael Burgess (via 
video conference). They used the hearing 
to gain knowledge, ask questions, contem¬ 
plate next steps. 

They’re involved for any number of 
reasons: 

■ Because of legislation-the Interstate 
Horseracing Improvement Act-intro¬ 
duced last year to “set national stan¬ 
dards and implement fines related to 
those who medicate horses in order to 
influence the outcome of a race.” H.R. 
1733 hasn’t gone very far but, given 
the feeling in the room on April 30, it 
might. 

■ Because racing is a $40 billion a year 
industry involving jobs, tax revenue, 
safety, citizens, gambling. 

■ Because a 2008 committee hearing after 
Eight Belles died from injuries sus¬ 
tained in the Kentucky Derby didn’t 
produce substantial change. 

■ Because a New York Times series called 
“Breakdown” focused national atten¬ 
tion on the medication rules, regula¬ 
tions and culture of Thoroughbred 
racing. 

■ Because the current system set by rac¬ 
ing commissions has created a crazy 
quilt of rules, penalties and practices 
that change with the state, the race¬ 
track, the race. Maryland does it one 
way, Pennsylvania another, Kentucky 
another, California still another, New 
York yet another. National organiza¬ 
tions such as The Jockey Club and 
Racing Commissioners International 
suggest-only suggest -policies and 
best practices. Nobody meant for it to 
be this way, but to the public and the 
politicians, such a regulatory strategy 
fails to satisfy. 


At the hearing, the politicians admit¬ 
ted to not being racing experts, but they 
listened. 

Stevens talked about the dangers of rid¬ 
ing races, on and against horses who might 
be sore and medicated. Papp discussed 
the overuse and abuse of medications. 
Thompson called for changes within the 
next six months or federal intervention. 
Nationally ranked trainer Kenny McPeek, 
another panelist at the hearing, spoke of 
the confusion trainers face when balancing 
the long list of permitted medications. Dr. 
Greg Ferraro, a veterinarian and director 
of the University of California at Davis 
Center for Equine Health, cautioned that 
without removing raceday medication, the 
sport will lose its fan base and ultimately 
cease to exist. 

And on and on. The witnesses seemed 
firmly on the side of banning raceday 
medication in some form, albeit with dif¬ 
fering opinions on how to get there-fed¬ 
eral regulation, a tiered system starting 
with graded stakes or 2-year-olds, a nation¬ 
al policy from within the sport. Outside 
of the hearings and public meetings, opin¬ 
ions vary. Some-Jackson, Strawbridge 
and panelist Arthur Hancock among 
them-want to prohibit the use of Lasix. 
Some horsemen held in as high regard say 
that’s not the solution, that Lasix helps 
horses and is a regulated alternative to 
other drug use. 

Regardless, the first step ought to be 
uniformity—and not a Lasix ban. One set 
of policies on medication, administration, 
security, testing, penalties that covers the 
nation, a region, a group of tracks, a group 
of races, something, needs to be the goal. 
The points made by the hearing’s panel¬ 
ists and others cannot be ignored. Racing 
must address the issues, on a large scale, 
or risk more negative mainstream media 
attention, further erosion of a fan base 
and federal intervention. 

That last one might be the key to actu¬ 
ally making progress, even if it’s not on 
anyone’s short list of solutions. The gov¬ 
ernment shouldn’t be involved, probably 
doesn’t want to be involved, but maybe 
it can push enough to create momentum 
for reform.

H am Smith treks from his barn to the track, behind the Laurel 
kitchen, across the horse path, the same path he’s beaten for 
nearly 30 years, one set finished, next set pending. Smith digs 
his hands deep in his jacket, the one with Hamilton Smith Racing Stable 
on the back and Boss on the front, and puts the moment into perspective. 


‘We’ve gotten him this far,” Smith says. 
“Hope we can get him the rest of the way” 
It’s two weeks before the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl and, yes, they’ve gotten Done 
Talking this far. Skeedattle Stable’s 3-year- 
old stood at the cusp of the Kentucky 
Derby, the homebred just finished a half- 
mile breeze under Maryland’s leading 
jockey Sheldon Russell. A long, lengthy 


colt. Done Talking struts back to the 
barn, barely blowing, gliding through the 
motions. Three friends, three partners, 
hover railside, watching their greatest 
hope. One more breeze, ship to Churchill 
Downs, rock the world. Put Maryland on 
the engine again. That’s the plan, anyway. 

Back at the barn, die big bay colt gets 
a bath while 27 people watch. A jockey, 


an agent, a couple of reporters, a camera 
crew, photographers, an old-school trainer 
and the three owners, tried-and-true Mary¬ 
landers. 

For Skeedatde’s Willie White, Lou 
Rehak and Bob Orndorff, it’s business-as- 
usual and once-in-a-lifetime all at the same 
time. White and Rehak don’t eat breakfast 
at home, they don’t go to diners, they don’t 
zip through Starbucks for lattes, no, they 
have a morning ritual, a tradition. For 20 
years, they’ve been doing morning call at 
Laurel Park, arriving at 6:30 to drink a cup 
of coffee (they usually go to the BP sta¬ 
tion but recently switched to McDonald’s 
for the dollar, any-size special), read the 
newspaper and watch all their horses train. 
Smith and trainer Robin Graham arrange

their sets to get Skeedattie horses out while 
the partners are there. 

They stay an hour, hour and a half, then 
go to work, 10 minutes down the road, 
at Mid-Atlantic Door Group, a business 
Rehak started and White joined years ago. 
Orndorff, who owns an excavating com¬ 
pany, makes it for big moments, when a 
Derby horse breezes, for example. They’ve 
stood at the half-mile pole, just on the 
other side of the kitchen, through cold, 
heat, snow and sleet, through different 
track owners, through the good times 
and bad times of Maryland racing, the 
good horses, the bad horses of Skeedattie. 
Like everybody in racing, dreaming of 
the big one. Drive in the gate at Laurel 
and ask a random trainer where to find 
the Skeedattie boys and he’ll point to the 
far corner of the stable area, “Just past 
the kitchen, go around back, they’re there 
every morning. I mean every morning.” 

Watching horses, drinking coffee, ogling 
over the bald eagles flying above, listening 
to jock’s agent Benny Feliciano’s jokes, 
mingling with trainers Mike Trombetta and 
Hugh McMahon, analyzing with Smith and 
Graham, this is their life. Old school own¬ 
ers, the Skeedattie boys know the after¬ 
noon is for the money and the morning is 
for the love. 

Twenty years ago, they would beat 
Smith to the track. 

“They’re a little simple,” Smith jokes. “A 
little simple.” 

Rehak and White hear Smith’s assess¬ 
ment and don’t disagree. 

But as Smith says, we’ve gotten this far... 

Yes, here they are. Done Talking upset 
the Grade 3 Illinois Derby at Hawthorne 
on April 7. Russell guided the late-running 
son of Broken Vow from the 13 post to a 
comfortable spot, well off the pace, before 
rallying through and around the field to 
secure an improbable victory. 

Smith, usually subdued and understat¬ 
ed, reveled in the upset victory. His biggest. 

“He picked me up and kept saying, 
‘This is what I’m talking about. This is 
what I’m talking about.’ I thought we’d get 
a high five out of him and he lifted me up 
in the air,” said White. “I don’t think people 
understand the passion and the real com¬ 
mitment you have to make to these things 
to have any success at it. This is great fun 
for Ham. He’s always done a good job. He 
works. He’s been walking from the barn to 
the track with every set, six, seven days a 
week, he’s been in the same barn for 27,28 
years. How many miles has he put in from 
there to there?” 

White points from Smith’s barn, his 
engine room, to the nook between the 


kitchen and the track, their engine room. 
Steps have turned into miles and miles 
have turned into lifetimes - for owners and 
trainer. 

White, the unofficial spokesman and 
managing partner of the group, lowered 
his binoculars after Done Talking eased 
to a trot after the breeze, and took a deep 
breath. 

“This is why you do it,” he said. “This is 
why you do it.” 

They went to the Kentucky Oaks once, 
but always said they wouldn’t go to the 
Derby unless they had a runner. 

White, 58, Rehak, 67, and Orndorff, 
55, realize the enormity of having a Derby 
starter, they respect the chase, enjoy the 
challenge. They are not one-hit wonders, 
flashes in the pan or guys who simply 
got lucky or spent more than anybody 
else. With two broodmares, babies on the 
ground and horses in training, Skeedattie is 
committed. 


White grew up in Savage, Md., a horse- 
crazy kid who would beg his mother to 
take him to Laurel, just to see the horses, 
smell the horses, on their way to the gro¬ 
cery store on weekends. He would listen to 
the race calls, filtering through the screen 
windows and doors, from the harness track 
at night. He would race his pony up the 
street, a teacher serving as docker. 

White and Rehak met when White 
was in the banking industry—Rehak was 
White’s client-and became business part¬ 
ners when they decided they could run 
Mid-Atlantic Door better together than 
apart. Now, White’s kids work in the busi¬ 
ness, a distributor of overhead doors. Now, 
his sons-in-law work in the business. That 
next generation has begun to tell Rehak 
and White that they don’t need them quite 
as much. White smiles when he says it. 
Rehak and White bought and renovated 
a 33-acre farm in Clarksville, Md., where 
they both live, Rehak building a new house 
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and White and his wife renovating an old 
farmhouse. Makes the car pool easier. 
Orndorff lives just down the road. 

Orndorff has been friends with White 
since high school. He got involved in their 
horse business slowly—he couldn't not get 
involved—but now owns a third of what¬ 
ever they do. Day-to-day decisions are made 
by White. Big decisions are made together. 
But, really they've been at it for so long, 
you could call up any of them and they'd 
know what the other would want to do. 

The three friends have run it as a busi¬ 
ness and enjoyed it as a sport, producing 
quality results to keep the boat afloat. Case 
of the Blues won eight stakes in Mary¬ 
land, including the 2001 Maryland Million 
Distaff Handicap. She made nearly half 
a million. Irish-bred Mr O'Brien took 
the crew to the Arlington Million, the 
Breeders' Cup, winning $724,290 along the 
way. Gin Talking won six stakes, earning 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year honors 
in 2000. Forever Partners won the Colleen 
Stakes and finished second in the Grade 1

It all started in 1992 with a phone call, 
when a friend of White's called him to 
offer two quarters of two horses trained 
by Smith. The original owner had died 
and they needed partners. White figured 
it was an easy way to get their feet wet, 
learn a little about the game and convinced 
Rehak (it didn’t take much) to get involved. 
Orndorff followed shortly thereafter. 

“Frontal Assault and Media Master, 
we called him Media Disaster. They were 
how we got in the game," White said. “I 
always had horses in my life, nothing big, 


ponies in the back yard. I loved them. All 
I wanted to do is come here and see those 
horses, smell them. I wanted to see it all. 
In those days, when they were racing at 
Laurel, if it was Saturday, you couldn’t get 
down Route 1 

Surviving Media Disaster, the Skeedattle 
partnership was on its way. Taking the 
name Skeedattle from a horse they owned, 
the friends began this odyssey, utilizing 
different trainers, different approaches. It's 
ebbed and flowed, but it's always been in 
Maryland. 

“Our approach to the horse business 
has been the same as in our main business, 
we set out to do as well as we can with it 
and have a good time with it, we've sure 
been able to do that," Rehak said. “We've 
been fortunate to have some nice horses 
over the 20 years. It is absolutely run like 


a business, we try to make good, prudent 
business decisions, the same way we do in 
our main business. We've been very pas¬ 
sionate about it, we've enjoyed it and we've 
worked hard to support Maryland racing." 

The key, for Skeedattle, is to appreciate 
racing as a sport-while sticking to those 
business principles. 

“As far as I'm concerned, anybody who 
puts money into this deal and doesn't try to 
learn it, doesn't try to understand it, doesn't 
try to manage the investment properly, is 
crazy. To have success at it is a rare com¬ 
modity in this world, you have to at least 
try to minimize your downside," White 
said. “One of the first things Frank Smith 
[Ham's brother] told us when we went to 
the sale the first time, ‘It's not what it costs 
us to get in, it’s what it costs us to get out.' 
I always keep that in mind, ‘Is there a rea- 
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sonable way to get out of this deal?' If you 
do it right and manage it right, then I think 
you have a reasonable shot” 

Rehak and White intersperse business 
terms and personal anecdotes as they 
explain why they like it, why they feel com¬ 
pelled to come to the track every morning 
for 20 years. 

White pauses and switches gears, going 
from businessman to family man in a mat¬ 
ter of sentences. 

‘What people are missing about the 
sport, they don’t realize the benefits from 
a family standpoint if you’re involved in 
this game. It’s something all the kids have 
loved, every bit of it. . . my grandchildren 
come to the races, scream and holler for a 
horse. They call me, ‘Hey, Pop, how’s the 
horse doing?’ ” White said. “It’s fun that 
everybody else is having fun with it. I have 
a wall in my living room that’s covered with 
special race days, you see the kids when 
they were this big, you watch them grow 
up, they’ve all enjoyed it.” 

Frank Smith has always been an advi¬ 
sor and they’ve always had horses with 
Ham Smith. Along the way, they’ve utilized 
a plethora of trainers including Robin 
Graham (who still trains for them), Tony 
Dutrow, Dale Capuano, Michael Dickinson 
and Carlos Garcia. White likes to look at 
trainers as professors in the owners’ rac¬ 
ing tutorial and it is appropriate that Ham, 
there from the beginning, trains their first 
Derby horse. 

‘We’ve had the opportunity to change 
trainers and we’ve learned a lot from each 
one of them, we’ve never left a trainer 
behind that we didn’t have a good rela¬ 
tionship with,” White said. “It’s given us 
an opportunity to learn more, you watch 
different training practices and learn how 
different people think about the game, it’s 
helped us. Frank Smith has been one of 
the consistencies in our program and, of 
course, we started with Ham.” 

Skeedattle bought Done Talking’s 
granddam, Gin Talking, as a yearling for 
$40,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
sale in Timonium from Barbara Graham 
and Jimmy Murphy. Trained by Smith, 
the daughter of Allen’s Prospect won her 
debut in 1999 and completed an unde¬ 
feated juvenile campaign with a win in 
die Maryland Juvenile Filly Championship, 
earning state-bred championship honors. 
At 3, she won the Maryland Million Oaks, 
Grade 3 Anne Arundel and beat the boys 
in the Broad Brush Stakes with trainer 
Robin Graham. She retired after injuring 
a tendon in the Snow Goose Handicap at 
Laurel in March 2001. 


Gin Talking’s first foal, Dixie Talking, 
also trained by Graham, won three times 
from four starts, culminating in a victory 
in the Grade 3 Cicada at Aqueduct. She too 
injured a tendon and was retired. 

Keeping it as a business, Skeedattle 
figured they could take some money off 
the table and they sold Dixie Talking (by 
Dixieland Band) at Keeneland in Novem¬ 
ber 2009 to Rick Porter’s Fox Hill Farm. 
Three months later, Gin Talking died foal¬ 
ing. Racing does not offer warranties. 

Always businessmen, Skeedattle tried 
to sell Done Talking but bought him back 
after he failed to reach his reserve. Frank 
Smith met White outside the ring, “I’m 
glad you didn’t sell that horse.” 

Frank Smith educated Done Talking at 
Elloree Training Center in South Carolina 
and Lynn Ashby finished him off while 
qualifying him for the Delaware certi¬ 
fied program. Done Talking finished third 
in his first two starts at Delaware Park 
before winning two consecutive races. He 
finished his juvenile season with a late- 
running fourth in the Remsen Stakes-G2 
at Aqueduct. After a bout with colitis, 
Done Talking freshened for the winter and 
returned to make his 3-year-old debut in 
the Grade 3 Gotham. The partners knew 
they were in trouble when Done Talking 
walked placidly around the Aqueduct pad- 
dock. He failed to fire, finishing 10th. 
There went the Derby, they thought. 

“It is amazing, early on, Frank Smith 
thought he had something pretty special 
but you never know about that until you 
get them to the races and see. We were 
really encouraged after the Remsen the way 


he closed that day, then we were deflated 
after the Gotham,” Rehak said. “When he 
came in the paddock, he didn’t act like his 
normal self. He’s got a great personality, he 
likes to bite at the groom, he was dull that 
day. We never did figure it out.” 

Smith regrouped at Laurel, watched 
Done Talking train as well as he ever did, 
and made plans for the Illinois Derby. 

“He went back into training and started 
acting like his old self and that’s when we 
decided to try the Illinois Derby and we’re 
glad we did,” Rehak said. “Ham said, ‘I’ve 
thought about this Gotham and I’m draw¬ 
ing a line through it. It doesn’t count and it 
didn’t happen. We need to go forward like 
it never happened.’ That’s what we did.” 

Done Talking did the rest. 

With eight horses in training, two 
broodmares and a couple of foals on the 
ground, Skeedattle Stable remains in full 
swing, still competing, still learning, still 
managing as a business while enjoying it 
as a sport. 

“We’ve bought some, bred some, 
claimed some, done a little bit of all of it 
over the years-this is certainly the high¬ 
light,” White said. “We’ve had some good 
ones, Mr O’Brien was a super horse, Gin 
Talking, Dixie Talking, we’ve been very 
fortunate to have good horses but nothing 
of this caliber. Mr O’Brien was a favorite 
for the Arlington Million, that was a lot of 
fun. But this. . .” 

Done Talking completed his final work¬ 
out at Laurel, shipped to Churchill Downs 
and finished 14th in the Derby. 

White and Rehak were back at Laurel 
Monday morning. ^

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Family Matters 

Homebreds come through 
for three generations of Harris family

T his is a story about families, human and equine. It’s a story about 
brother and sister, fathers and sons, and tragedy tempered with 
triumph. There’s even a little Divine Intervention tossed in 
for good measure. It’s all about the stakes-winning siblings Ann’s Smart 
Dancer and PM Dancer, and the three generations of men who owned 
and bred them. 


The story begins on the Fourth of 
July, 2006. Craig Harris, the handicapper 
and turf writer for The Philadelphia Inquirer 
who wrote under the nom de plume Craig 
Donnelly, had his eye on a 5-year-old mare 
named Bennington, who was entered in 
the third race at Philadelphia Park that 
afternoon. The race was only for $7,500 
claimers, but Harris had always admired 
die way Bennington performed. 

“She was a big, strong mare who had a 
quarter-mile burst of speed that was pretty 
impressive,” said Harris. “Plus, she was a 
full-sister to a horse [Percy Hope] that had 
won the Lone Star Derby. I thought, how 
bad could this claim be?” 

He was about to find out. Harris called 
his son, Jeff, who had recendy gotten his 
owner’s license, and told him he thought 
Bennington would be a good claim. The 
slip was dropped, and the mare was theirs, 
but there were few reasons to celebrate - 
Bennington had broken down, fracturing 
the sesamoid bone in her left front foreleg. 
Despite the injury, she still managed to fin¬ 
ish second, although she bothered a foe in 
midstretch and was disqualified to fourth. 

“I guess you could say we were fortu¬ 
nate in that it was a nice, clean fracture,” 
said Craig Harris. The bay daughter of Ide 
had to spend the next 30 days in her stall, 
with more recovery time after that. 


So with $7,500 already spent, and with 
sizable veterinarian bills on the immediate 
horizon, father and son contemplated what 
to do with their new acquisition. 

E nter the elder statesman of the 
Harris clan-Craig’s father Russ, 
the renowned handicapper and 
turf writer for the New York Daily News, 
who at 83 was still going strong, making 
daily selections from his home on the Main 
Line in Philadelphia. Russ Harris, a World 
War II veteran, had started handicapping 
in 1957, working for various newspapers 
before joining the Daily News in 1977, and 
held the distinction of picking all nine 
winners on the card at Belmont Park on 
May 8, 1981, as well as Coastal’s upset 
of Spectacular Bid in the 1979 Belmont 
Stakes. 

Russ Harris also covered major races 
from coast to coast, wintered in Florida, 
and rubbed elbows with the sport’s rich 
and famous. Not only did he cast a wide 
shadow in the pressbox (he was later given 
the nickname “The Bear” because of his 
intensity) but also with Craig, who became 
fascinated with the world his father worked 
in. 

It was only natural, he said, that he 
followed his father into the handicapping 


profession, having tagged along beginning 
at age 10 to racetracks such as Hialeah and 
Tropical Park, when Russ would conduct 
interviews on the backstretch. 

“I remember thinking, Abu get paid to 
come here every day?’” Craig Harris said 
of those mornings under the palms, where 
the sights, sounds and smells of horses gal¬ 
loping on the track and cooling out in the 
shedrows became intoxicating. And when 
Russ would bring home the Daily Racing 
Form , Craig started to read it, learning the 
abbreviations and symbols and numbers. 

“I looked at handicapping a race like a 
puzzle, and if you solved the puzzle and 
picked the winner, you got the greatest 
prize ever—you won money,” he said. The 
problem was, he said, that back in those 
days you had to be 21 to make a bet, but 
because he was very tall he was able to 
stroll into Tropical Park at age 16 without 
being challenged by security guards. 

“Then the worst thing possible hap¬ 
pened,” he recalled. “The first horse I bet 
won, paid $12.80, and I was hooked.” 

From there, Craig worked on honing 
his handicapping skills, trying to become 
as good as his father, but he developed a 
much different style. While Russ Harris 
was known for his use of speed figures, 
Craig became more of a visual handicap¬ 
per, watching each horse and every race 
carefully, and then making written and 
mental notes for the future. He has a nearly 
a photographic memory when it comes to 
horses, silks and trips. 

He quickly realized that he wanted to be 
just like his father, and eventually launched 
his own career as a handicapper and writer, 
starting in 1969 at the Miami Beach Sun and 
later, in 1971, the Inquirer . 
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Homebred Ann’s Smart Dancer brought (from left) Jeff Harris, trainer Butch Reid and Craig Harris to the the winner’s circle with jockey Frankie

While Craig jokingly states that, “I’m 59 
and have never had a real job” he has also 
taken that job very seriously in the four 
decades he’s been a public handicapper, 
with his father’s influence always strong. 

“Everything I ever did, I did to make 
my father proud,” said Craig. “I handicap 
with integrity, and I do the best I can, 
always. I’m embarrassed if I have a day 
when my selections don’t do well. I know 
that was the same way with him.” 

With Bennington now permanently on 
the shelf, Russ Harris suggested to his 
son and grandson that Bennington would 
make a fine broodmare, as he had dabbled 
in breeding before. 

“I was impressed by Craig’s ability to 
spot the goodness in a horse,” said Russ 
Harris, “and so I told Jeff, ‘I’ll buy one- 
third of her,’ and then Craig bought the 
other third, and we went from there.” 

Bennington was sent to Mark Reid’s 
Walnut Green farm near Unionville, Pa., 
where she spent another 30 days in a stall 
before being able to have limited turn-out. 


“When I saw Bennington, I thought she 
was a big, pretty mare, and I thought there 
was no reason why she wouldn’t produce 
something that could run,” said Reid, a 
former leading trainer in the Mid-Atlantic 
region and a successful bloodstock agent. 
“I told the Harrises that she was a great 
physical and genetic match with Dance 
With Ravens.” 

Dance With Ravens was a young son 
of A.P. Indy out of Canadian Horse of 
the Year Dance Smartly, who had recently 
been retired to Northview Stallion Station 
in Chesapeake City, Md. 

“Obviously the Pennsylvania-bred pro¬ 
gram was a big attraction, and we had a 
list of stallions that we liked, but we liked 
Dance With Ravens the most,” said Craig 
Harris. “He had a great pedigree and the 
price was right [he stood for $7,500].” 

But intermingled with the intrigue and 
excitement of deciding on a mate for 
Bennington was the grief and sorrow that 
Craig Harris was experiencing as his wife 
of more than two decades, Ann, was dying 
of cancer. In addition to making his daily 
selections and other work for the Inquirer , 


Craig was trying to cope with the devastat¬ 
ing diagnosis. 

“Ann was the bravest woman you’d ever 
want to meet, and Craig took care of her 
at home,” recalled Russ Harris. “To talk 
with her, it was hard to tell something was 
wrong. I admired her so much.” 

When Craig and Ann first started dat¬ 
ing, she didn’t know anything about horse 
racing. Unfamiliar with Keystone Racetrack 
(the former name of Parx), she ended up 
at the nearby Keystone Industrial Park, he 
said. But she gradually became very inter¬ 
ested in the sport, and after they were mar¬ 
ried even helped out in the Bensalem oval’s 
pressbox, working with Craig and Russ and 
longtime Equibase chartcaller Lew Zagnit. 

“I knew Ann very well and she was 
a terrific person,” said Zagnit. “She was 
a very hard worker, and she had a knack 
for fixing things and also for computers. I 
remember she really helped Russ when he 
was trying to learn how to use one.” 

Just prior to the 2007 breeding season, 
on December 19, 2006, Ann lost her 
battle with cancer. It was “as bad as it gets,” 
recalled Craig Harris. “When she died, it 
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Ann’s Smart Dancer’s 3-year-old full-brother, Phil Dancer, joined the success story by winning the Philmont Stakes at Parx in April in his fifth start. 


was the hardest thing I’ve ever had to go 
through/’ he said. 

After Bennington was pronounced in 
foal in February, he had a gut feeling it 
would be a filly, and that he was going 
to name it after Ann, both to honor her 
and to help him cope with his grief. Thus, 
when Walnut Green called on January 23, 
2008, and asked him to guess the sex of 
Bennington’s new foal, he replied without 
hesitation. 

“I had the name already picked out- 
Ann’s Smart Dancer,” he said. “I think Ann 
would have gotten a kick out of it.” 

Listed as the filly’s co-breeders on her 
Jockey Club papers were three generations 
of Harrises-Russ, Craig and Jeff. 

‘When my mother died, there was no 
doubt she was still going to be a part of 
everything,” said Jeff Harris. “I gave my 
dad a lot of reasons to worry when I was 


growing up, but he’s my best friend, and 
my mother’s death brought us even closer 
together.” 

Craig Harris has two other children, 
Craig Jr. and Erin, neither of whom 
showed much interest in horse racing. Jeff, 
the youngest, didn’t have much interest, 
either. . . until a horse named Smarty Jones 
appeared on the scene in 2004. 

Working as a parking valet at Parx, 
17-year-old Jeff asked his father if he 
could go with him on the backs tretch to 
see Smarty Jones, who had just won the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl and was preparing 
for the Preakness Stakes-Gl. He then met 
trainer Marty Ciresa, who was also running 
a horse in the Preakness, Little Matth Man, 
and they struck up a conversation. Soon, 
Jeff was walking hots for Ciresa, and later 
groomed for trainer Ron Glorioso. From 
there, Jeff secured his owner’s license, and 
finally, when he was 21, his trainer’s license. 


“I won with the first three horses I 
saddled, and thought this was an easy 
game,” he recalled. “But I soon found out 
otherwise.” 


As every breeder knows, the time 
between a foal’s birth and the moment 
it loads into the starting gate can seem 
an eternity, with an endless amount of 
expenses. For Ann’s Smart Dancer, a strik¬ 
ingly beautiful bay filly with a big blaze 
splashed across her face, it took until her 
3-year-old year before she made her first 
start, while during that period Craig and 
Jeff Harris experienced financial turmoil 
in their lives. Craig had taken a buyout 
from the struggling Inquirer after 37 years 
of service, while Jeff’s training fortunes 
had gone south. Russ Harris was keeping 
things going until the filly could get to the 
races.

“My grandfather made it all happen,” 
said Jeff Harris. “He shouldered a lot of 
the bills during that time .” 

And then, it was almost as if Ann was 
overseeing her equine namesake. In the 
barn of trainer Robert (Butch) Reid Jr. 
at Parx, Ann’s Smart Dancer was turning 
heads in the morning. Jeff Harris recalls 
that Reid predicted she would make a lot 
of money for them, a notion that both he 
and his father initially scoffed at. 

“I took what Butch said with a grain of 
salt,” said Jeff. “So did my father. We tried 
not to get too excited, because she still had 
to prove herself. But Butch was confident” 

Ann’s Smart Dancer made her first start 
at Parx on April 2, 2011, and she could 
not have been more impressive, drawing 
away to win the 7-furlong test by nearly 6 
lengths. Craig Harris recalled just “looking 
up at the sky,” as if it had been written in 
the stars. 

“She did everything right from the 
beginning,” said Reid, who was recom¬ 
mended to the Harrises by his brother, 
Mark, but who has known Craig since the 
1980s. “She’s a very intelligent horse, well- 
balanced and well-made. And as she went 
on, she gained confidence.” 

An allowance victory followed 24 days 
later, and then she was second in her first 
stakes try, the Wonders Delight Stakes at 
Penn National on May 27, behind an old 
friend, Quantum Miss. 

Interestingly, Quantum Miss, who ear¬ 
lier had won the Cicada Stakes-G3, and 
Ann’s Smart Dancer were pasture pals at 
Walnut Green, along eventual Kentucky 
Oaks-Gl winner Plum Pretty. 

From there, the three Harrises were 
taken on the ride of their lives. Ann’s Smart 
Dancer proved capable enough to reel 
off three stakes victories in a row in the 
summer of 2011 - the Caught in the Rain, 
Power by Far and Dr. Teresa Garofalo 
Memorial-ending her year with five wins 
from eight starts, and $226,872. It was 
enough to earn her the year-end 3-year-old 
filly championship at Parx, an honor that 
no one in the Harris family ever dreamed 
possible. 

“I’m real pessimistic,” admitted Jeff, 
“and I know first-hand how easy it is for 
things to go bad. But when Ann started 
running, she saved me. I felt very lucky to 
be a part of all this.” 

Bennington has proven to be a fine 
producer for the Harrises. Her next foal, 
a colt by Dance With Ravens named Phil 
Dancer, now 3, has demonstrated just as 
much talent as his older full-sister. 

The colt also bears a special name. 
During his early days as a handicapper and 


writer, Russ Harris wrote under the nom 
de plume “Phil Dancer.” 

“In Ancient Greece, ‘Phil’ meant ‘horse 
lover,’ while ‘Dancer’ referred to my favor¬ 
ite horse, Native Dancer,” said Russ. 

Phil Dancer started 2012 with a bang. 
He won a $62,348 allowance at Parx on 
New Year’s Day by nearly 2 lengths, and 
then tried graded company in Aqueduct’s 
Grade 3 Bay Shore Stakes on April 7 (but 
wound up a distant sixth). Reappearing 
on April 24, the bay colt put a stakes vic¬ 
tory on his resume when he captured the 
7-furlong, $75,000 Philmont against open 
company at Parx. His career earnings now 
stand at $113,017. 

“Phil Dancer is the bigger, stronger 
version of Ann’s Smart Dancer,” said Jeff 
Harris, who was the first trainer of the colt 
while based at Penn National. “He looked 
like a powerhouse from the beginning, and 
worked lights-out before his first start.” 

“He’s all man,” said Reid of Phil 
Dancer. “He’s more laid back than Ann, 
and he’s pretty casual about everything. 
But I did notice before the Philmont that 
he was very much on his toes. I think we’re 
just beginning to scratch the surface with 
this horse, he’s got talent we’re just starting 
to discover.” 

Bennington’s 2-year-old filly by Fair¬ 
banks, named Glenmary Lane, is training 
in Florida, and the mare has a yearling colt 
by Toccet named Time Abides. Not bred 
in 2011, Bennington was sent to Kentucky 
this spring to be bred to Pure Prize. 

“I’ve been around this game long 
enough to know that, no matter how good 
you’re doing, the fall off the cliff is right 



around the corner,” said Craig Harris, who 
was inducted into the new Parx Racing 
Hall of Fame in 2011. He has since remar¬ 
ried, and his new wife, Carmen, accom¬ 
panies him to the track to cheer on the 
family’s homebreds. 

Russ Harris, 89, no longer travels, but 
watches races via computer at an assisted 
living facility near the Philadelphia Main 
Line with his wife, Ethel, 86. A history 
scholar, he earned his Ph.D. at the age of 
75 after writing a thesis on the relationship 
of Charles de Gaulle with six American 
presidents. In 2011, the same year his son 
Craig was honored at Parx, he was named 
by the National Museum of Racing to its 
Joe Hirsch Media Roll of Honor. ^

Acksel gels back in 
saddle, winner’s circle 
in return to race-riding

A fter a nearly 15-year hiatus from 
race-riding, Jackie Acksel is proving 
she still has what it takes to find the 
winner’s circle. 

The 45-year-old native of Brazil, who 
grew up on Long Island in New York, 
guided home favored Bonarda to win the 
opener on April 10 for trainer Joe Orseno, 
scoring by a length in the 6-furlong con¬ 
test. 

Acksel had a terrific season in Pennsyl¬ 
vania in 1992. Based at Penn National, she 
won 143 races from 1,017 starts that year, 


and was one of the leading riders at the 
Grantville oval. 

“I needed just five more wins to have 
the most wins by a girl at Penn National, 
but unfortunately I got trampled during 
a race and was hurt pretty badly,” said 
Acksel, by then the mother of a young 
son. Among her injuries were a dislocated 
ankle, a broken tibia, and a torn leg muscle. 

During her time on the sidelines, Acksel 
(formerly married to the late Charles 
Castrenze Jr., an owner/trainer/breeder in 
Maryland) decided to buy several yearlings 


and then pinhooked them as 2-year-olds, 
making a profit and whetting her appetite 
for the sales ring. 

In 1993, she returned from her injury 
and won a stakes race, the $25,000 Bryn 
Mawr at Philadelphia Park, in her sec¬ 
ond mount back, aboard the Carl Maxey- 
trained Dasharoo. 

But from 1993 to ’96, she elected to 
reduce the number of mounts she accept¬ 
ed, with the lure of training and prepar¬ 
ing young horses more enticing than the 
prospect of riding races. She also became 
pregnant with twin girls in 1996, which 
effectively ended her time in the saddle. 

For the next decade she devoted her 
time to her children and to consigning/ 
pinhooking young horses to the 2-year-old 
sales, primarily the May sale at Timonium. 
From her farm in Ocala, Fla., as well as one 
in Gambrills, Md., she was able to make a 
good living, consigning as Winner’s Choice 
Farm. 

One of Acksel’s best pinhooking scores 
was Can’t Be Denied, whom she plucked 
from the 1992 Keeneland September year¬ 
ling sale for $2,700 and then pinhooked a

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year later at Timonium for $35,000. The 
son of linkage won his first three starts, 
including the 1994 Dancing Count Stakes 
at Laurel Park. 

“I thought I would do the sales for a 
year, but I ended up doing it successfully 
for 10 years,” said Acksel. “Things really 
changed in that period of time, and buy¬ 
ers became focused on speed. I liked the 
money, but I had enough. Pm not willing 
to break them down.” 

Acksel eventually got away from pre¬ 
paring horses for the 2-year-old sales and, 
before deciding to ride again late last year, 
galloped horses for Orseno at Parx. She 
returned to the saddle in 2011. 

“I never thought Pd ride again,” she 
admitted, “because I didn’t want to take 
risks when my children were small. But 
they’re older now [son Larry is 25, while 
twins Emily and Ashley are 16] and I just 
want to ride a few for Orseno, especially 
the ones I have an attachment to.” 

One of those is Smalltownman, a 

6- year-old son of Sultry Song whom Ack¬ 
sel guided to victory in allowance company 
at Penn National in January. 

“I fit him really well,” she said. “I’ve 
taught him how to do a few tricks, includ¬ 
ing how to bow and give hugs.” 

Through April 24, Acksel has a career 
record of 2,817 starts, 308 wins, and more 
than $1.4 million in earnings, the bulk of 
which was earned during Pennsylvania’s 
pre-slots era. 

During her time away from the saddle, 
Acksel became certified in physical therapy 
and nutrition. She hopes to assist fellow 
riders with their strength conditioning and 
weight management. 

“Other sports have trainers and nutri¬ 
tionists that help their athletes, but racing 
doesn’t,” she said. “I want to help them as 
much as I can.” 

GOLDDIGGER’S BOY EARNS 
LYMAN HANDICAP WIN BY DQ 

Bill Hartwell’s Golddigger’s Boy earned 
his second consecutive victory in the $75,000 
Lyman Handicap for Pennsylvania-breds, 
the second of two stakes on the April 14 
card, but it came in an unconventional 
manner-through a disqualification. 

New York shipper Lucky Lewis, com¬ 
ing in off a sharp allowance victory at the 
Bensalem oval on Feb. 28, was disqualified 
from first to sixth for interfering with the 
unplaced Gunfighter in midstretch of the 

7- furlong Lyman. 

The interference occurred when Joe 
Hampshire Jr., aboard Lucky Lewis,

changed lanes looking for racing room, 
which caused Frankie Pennington, the 
rider of Gunfighter, to check sharply. Once 
he shook clear, Lucky Lewis sprinted away 
to hit the wire a half length in front of 6-5 
favorite Golddigger’s Boy, but the Parx 
stewards examined the replay and took his 
number down, awarding the $45,000 first- 
place prize to Golddigger’s Boy. 

The final time was a swift 1:21.86. 


For 5-year-old Golddigger’s Boy, trained 
by Ramon Preciado, the victory was his 
eighth from 15 lifetime starts, good for 
earnings of $474,233. 

The Lyman was his fourth stakes win, 
as the son of Jump Start also captured the 
Donald LeVine Memorial Handicap and 
Docent Stakes. His previous three stakes 
victories came during a five-race win streak 
in 2011.

Stakes for Pennsylvania-bred fillies and 
mares on April 14. Ann's Smart Dancer, 
second choice at 3-1, faded to eighth. 

Bred by the late Katherine (Kay) Hol¬ 
man, and owned by her husband, Joseph 
W Holman Jr., Darn That Raven won her 
third consecutive race for trainer Guada¬ 
lupe Preciado. Her winning streak started 
in allowance company at Parx on March 
30, 2011. Sidelined by injury for a little 
over a year, she returned better than ever 
for an allowance win on April 2. 

Under Kendrick Carmouche, Darn That 
Raven survived a wide tripin the 7-furlong 
Foxy J. G., taking the lead on the outside 
in midstretch and then drawing away to 
win by nearly 4 lengths in 1:22.74 over 
Officer Big Red; Whisperdownthelane 
was 6 lengths back in third. The winner's 
lifetime record stands at four wins from 
six starts, and $157,570 in earnings. 

Darn Wild, the dam of Darn That 
Raven, is a winning Wild Event mare who 
also was trained by Preciado and ridden 
by Carmouche during her career at Phila¬ 
delphia Park (now Parx). 

NEW YORK SHIPPER AGAVE KISS 
STAYS PERFECT IN TREV0SE 

New York-bred and based Agave Kiss 
kept her record perfect through five starts 
when she scored a handy victory as odds- 
on favorite in the $75,000 Trevose Stakes 
for 3-year-old fillies on April 17. 

Under Ryan Curatolo, who left Aque¬ 
duct for the ride, Agave Kiss took an easy 
lead right out of the gate and was never 
seriously challenged, strolling home by IV 2 
lengths in a sizzling 1:09.66 for 6 furlongs. 
Charles Town-based Dance to Bristol was 
a clear second over Mikey Likes It. 

Agave Kiss had captured the Ruthless 
and Grade 3 Cicada at Aqueduct in her two 
prior starts. Trained by Rudy Rodriguez 
for Flying Zee Stables LLC, the daughter 
of Lion Heart has earnings of $227,900. 

Last December, Agave Kiss's dam, 
Salty Romance, was a headliner as well, 
when she topped the Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic mixed sale. The then-10-year-old 
mare, in foal to Cosmonaut and part of 
the late Carl Lizza Jr.'s Flying Zee disper¬ 
sal, sold for a sales record $260,000. ^ 


The first trip away from New York provided little challenge for the undefeated Agave Kiss, who 
captured the 6-furlong Trevose Stakes for 3-year-old fillies with ease for trainer Rudy Rodriguez. 


Golddigger's Boy is the first foal for

Another Houghton 
making strides as 
breeder in Pennsylvania

Shannon Myer Houghton continues a Pennsylvania 
tradition established by the family of her husband 
Bernie, as the breeder of state-bred winners. 


T he Houghton name is well-known in 
the Mid-Atlantic. Ronnie and Betsy, 
owners of Sylmar Farm in Christiana, 
Pa., have been leading Pennsylvania breed¬ 
ers several times, while their son, Bernie, is 
a former top steeplechase jockey and now 
a successful trainer with strings at Penn 
National and at Sylmar. 

But recendy, another Houghton has 
been making a name for herself. Shannon 
Myer Houghton, Bernie’s wife, is the breed¬ 
er of record on several horses who have 
been winning at both Penn National and 
Parx Racing, including Metal Firecracker, 
an allowance winner at the Grantville oval 
on April 6. 

Another homebred, Stand N Ovation, 
has won twice this year, including a starter 
allowance at Parx March 17, and earned 
$99,220 for Bernie and Shannon Hough¬ 
ton’s WM.T. Stable. 

Metal Firecracker, a 3-year-old daughter 
of Lite the Fuse, won her career debut last 


June at Penn National for the Houghtons 
before being sold privately to Matt Groff. 
Trained by Brandon Kulp, Metal Fire¬ 
cracker finished second in a Parx allowance 
in November and opened 2012 with the 
Penn National allowance score. She battled 
the frontrunner in the 6-furlong contest 
before drawing off to win by 1 Va lengths in 
1:11.05 under Dana Whitney. 

Out of the Polish Numbers mare 
Infinite Passion, Metal Firecracker pushed 
her earnings to $55,760 from three starts. 

Shannon Houghton, a native of Coates- 
ville, Pa., and an accomplished equestrian 
who met her husband while working as an 
exercise rider at Sylmar, said that her two 
homebreds are very different types. 

“Metal Firecracker was always a bit of 
a fireball,” she recalled. “Her personality 
was always ‘go, go, go!’ She was into her 
job very early on and all the stars aligned 
and she got to the races early in her 2-year- 
old year.” 

Stand N Ovation, whom Houghton 
called her “personal favorite,” is a 4-year- 
old daughter of Cherokee’s Boy and 
Yanni’s Girl, making her a half-sister to the 
popular Pennsylvania-bred near-millionaire 
Whistle Pig. 

“Most of the foals from Yanni’s Girl 
were late bloomers, not getting to the races 
until their 3-year-old year,” said Houghton. 
“Stand N Ovation was always big, even as 
a baby, and very laid back, although like 
all of her brothers and sisters was a bit 
of a handful to break. Since we gave her 
off this past fall for a few months, she has 
come back better than ever, almost always 
finishing in the money. She has a really nice 
personality and is nice to ride.” 

Unfortunately for Houghton, Infinite 
Passion and Yanni’s Girl are now deceased, 
although there are younger half-siblings to 
Metal Firecracker and Stand N Ovation. 

“I have Stand N Ovation’s 3-year-old 
half-brother named Tractor [by Parmer’s 


Hero] and Infinite Passion’s last foal was a 
filly by Snow Ridge named Carry the Torch, 
and she is a 2-year-old,” said Houghton. 

Infinite Passion is also the dam of 
stakes-placed Night Stand (2003, by 
Diamond), an earner of $388,139 who set 
a track record at Presque Isle Downs in 
2008 when he zipped 6 furlongs in 1:07.88, 
a mark that still stands. 

Among Yanni’s Girl’s other foals is the 
speedy 11-time winner and $218,742-earn¬ 
er Edger (by Swear by Dixie). Eight-year- 
old Whistle Pig (by Patton), a winner of 17 
races, seven stakes, and also a track record 
holder at Presque Isle (GVi furlongs in 
1:15.04), was recently retired to Sylmar by 
his trainer, Andy Carter. 

STATE-BREDS STAND UP 
IN MAIDEN VICTORIES 

Hawthorne shipper Deceiver got all 
the betting money, but first-time starter 
Deployment collected all the cash in a 
$39,000 maiden special weight on April 6. 

The 3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred son 
of Mutakddim burst out of the gate under 
Luis Munar and made every pole a winning 
one, leading his nine foes on a merry chase 
throughout the 6 furlongs. Smokinsarisk 
valiantly tried to make up ground on 
Deployment, but fell 7>Vi lengths short, 
with another firster, Pat Ron Potomac, 
another 1 Va lengths back in third. The time 
was a good 1:11.33 over a fast track. 

Trained by Rodrigo Madrigal Sr. for 
owner/breeder Tom Coulter’s Arrowwood 
Farm, Deployment was dispatched at 
5.90-1, and earned $23,400 for his efforts. 

Out of the stakes-winning Connecticut- 
bred mare Leave No Prints, Deployment is 
a half-brother to a number of hard-hitting 
runners: Sadie My Lady (seven wins, 
$250,985); Forensic Edge (10 wins, $186,504) 
and Illustrator (eight wins, $106,170). 

Leave No Prints, who won the Newark 
Stakes at Delaware Park and placed in four 
others, earning $232,377, has an obscure 
pedigree, being by the Dactylographer stal¬ 
lion Departing Prints out of a Son of 
Bagdad mare. 

Departing Prints sired only 21 foals, 
nine of them winners, and Leave No 
Prints is his only stakes winner. Son of 
Bagdad has only 11 producing daughters, 
and Conducive, the dam of Leave No 
Prints, is his only stakes producer. 

Also on April 6, Stephen G. and Debbie 
Jackson’s Peep Eye broke her maiden in 
fine style in a $39,000 special weight for 
Pennsylvania-breds, drawing off to win by 
5 lengths going 1 mile. 
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Around the Ovals Penn National 


Co-bred by the Jacksons and her trainer, 
Flint Sdtes, Peep Eye started three times 
prior to her first victory, most recently fin¬ 
ishing second in a similar maiden at Penn 
National on March 24. By Value Plus out 
of the Peaks and Valleys mare Peakaboo 
Clare, Peep Eye was ridden by Emilio 
Flores. 


NEW TRAINER HAMM 
GETS FIRST CAREER WIN 

Ceiba Racing’s Johnny’s Here became 
the first winner for trainer Jennifer Hamm 
when he hung on by a half length in the 
finale on April 14. 

Under Dana Whitney, the 3-year-old 
Florida-bred son of Take Me Out John 


grabbed the early lead in the 6-furlong con¬ 
test, began to open up on the turn, came 
into the stretch with a 3-length advantage, 
and was able to find the wire first despite 
the onrushing Fort Mifflin. 

“It was an amazing night and a dream 
come true,” said Hamm. “I broke and 
started him from the beginning, and I’m 
very proud for my owner, A1 Gonzalez.” 

A native of Reading, Pa., but now a resi¬ 
dent of Hamburg, Hamm, 27, attended the 
University of Tennessee at Martin with the 
hopes of becoming a veterinarian. While 
there, she was a member of the school’s 
rodeo team, excelling in barrel racing and 
goat tying. 

Hamm worked as a groom at Penn 
National and then as an assistant to train¬ 
ers Jeremiah Englehart and Ronald Rogers 
before venturing out on her own. The first 
person to give her a chance was Gonzalez, 
of Florida, who races under the stablename 
Ceiba Racing, and also bred Johnny’s Here. 

In addition to training, Hamm works as 
a committee member for Penn National’s 
New Vocations program, which re-trains 
and places Thoroughbreds that have raced 
at the Grantville oval.

Shanley, Go Maire Tu 
pull 27-1 shocker 
in starter tournament

W ith a pair of March starts to posi¬ 
tion for a run at the initial $55,000 
Charles Town Starter Tournament 
championship at Charles Town Races, 
4-year-old gelding Go Maire Tu didn't 
exacdy wow the competition. 

True enough, the Maryland-bred son 
of Congrats and the Broad Brush mare 
Lightning Lydia had survived a war of 
attrition to even reach the finals, twice fin¬ 
ishing in the top five in those March elimi¬ 
nation heats to even earn a shot at run¬ 
ning in the April 14 final. But still-Glen 
Shamburg's runner literally stumbled his 
way into the race. A fumbling start in the 
March 3 qualifier relegated Go Maire Tu 
to a fifth-place finish in the d^-furlong 
test (beaten 3 lengths). A better, if by no 
means eye-catching, effort in the March 24 
7-furlong semifinal round netted Go Maire 
Tu a third and the chance to shine on the 
Charles Town Classic undercard. 


In other words, Go Maire Tu was pre¬ 
cisely where trainer Mark Shanley knew he 
would be all along. So what, exactly, did 
Shanley see that the majority of bettors 
couldn't as they made his horse the 27-1 
sixth choice in the eight-horse field? 

“They probably didn't think he could 
make the distance," said the Charles Town- 
based trainer. “The last race he kind of 
hung on us at the sixteenth pole a little bit, 
but every race he gets better and better. 
I knew this race would be real good for 
him." 

To deal with a solid field that included 
1.20-1 favorite Albrecht and four runners 
sent out by trainer Scooter Davis, Shanley 
knew Go Maire Tu would need every 
ounce of the speed he'd been showing his 
trainer. But it would need to be used wisely. 
Shanley's instructions to jockey Arnaldo 
Bocachica reflected faith in a horse who 
had not won in 14 starts. 


“Going into the race, I knew he had 
a lot of speed," Shanley said. “It set up 
perfectly for the horse. He's a good closer 
on the end. I told my rider to just get out 
there and don’t get him in a speed duel 
going this far—just wait and make your run 
at the end." 

Bocachica did just that, coaxing a 
ground-saving trip around the first two 
turns as he waited to let Go Maire Tu begin 
his run. Advancing inside down the back- 
stretch, Go Maire Tu started to show that 
closing ability as he passed dueling paceset¬ 
ters Disco Indy and Pure Rey (Arg) after 
moving three wide around the far turn. In 
front leaving the three-sixteenths pole, Go 
Maire Tu drew clear and held steady for a 
2%-length win over Albrecht, getting the 
lVi6 miles in 1:46.07. 

“The race set up beautiful, and when 
[Bocachica] asked him, he come running 
for us," Shanley said. 

Albrecht's rally brought him home two 
lengths ahead of Disco Indy, the best fin¬ 
isher among the Davis quartet. 

TRAINER RUNCO, APPRENTICE 
MONTANO TEAM UP TO WIN FOUR 

An entire night setup beautifully for Jeff 
Runco and Jose Montano on April 27, as 
the combination of accomplished trainer- 
Runco has more than 3,000 lifetime winners 
-and up-and-coming jockey-Montano is 
a five-pound apprentice—netted four wins. 

“Everything came together tonight," 
Runco said. “We got the horses in good 
spots and they ran well." 

First up was Silver ton Hill's Maggy Mac, 
who broke her maiden in the first race as 
an even-money choice. Curragh Stables' 
Miss Sarah Brown ($10.40) followed in the 
second race. Runco didn't saddle a horse 
for the third, but teamed up with Montano 
for the fourth race, which Windsor's Secret 
($5.60) held on to win by a half length. 

The night was capped off the 2-length 
victory by Jens Angel ($7.80) in a $10,000 
claimer in the eighth. 

“The jockey's riding very good right 
now," Runco said of Montano. “He really 
works very hard and he deserves this." 

Added Montano: “Good trainer, good 
horses. It was special." 

The big finish capped a solid month 
of action for Runco and Montano, who 
got things started with a dazzling debut 
by 3-year-old colt Uptown Penthouse on 
April 3. The New Jersey-bred son of 
Speights town, a homebred for New Farm 
out of multiple stakes winner Pent Up 
Kiss, dominated a maiden special weight 
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by ll 3 / 4 lengths while getting 6 V 2 furlongs 
in 1:19.46. 

Montano and Runco were back in the 
winner’s circle a week later with Walter W 
Bank Ill’s 4-year-old filly Wildcat Mattie, 
who scored in a sprint allowance to remain 
undefeated in two starts, both at 4 V 2 fur¬ 
longs. In her debut on March 23, Wildcat 
Mattie and Montano rallied to win by a 
half length. 

State-bred filly Notayankeefan scored 
an allowance victory under Montano for 
Runco’s Coleswood Farm and David Raim 
on April 21, her second in just over six 
weeks. Montano brought home another 
Runco homebred four days later, guiding 
4-year-old gelding Waves and Tides to a 
3V4-length victory. Through the end of 
April, Montano sat atop Charles Town’s 
jockey’s standings by number of wins, 
with 19. 

LONGSHOTS LIGHT UP THE BOARD 

After days of chalky results, wagering 
took an interesting turn on April 12 when 
a double-digit winner came in, followed 
immediately, alas briefly, by another long- 
shot in the next race. 

The fourth race, at U /16 miles for $4,500 
to $5,000 claimers, rewarded those seeking 
a price with an $80.80 win payoff when 
4-year-old Enable delivered a big effort at 
better than 39-1. Under Oscar Flores, the 
Russell Davis-owned and trained runner 
scored by a solid 4 Va lengths over a 14-1 
D K’s Wildcat. The $2 exacta paid $812.40. 


Tigi Broke His Vow then lit up the 
board in the fifth race, crossing the wire 
a length on top at more than 22-1 under 
jockey Gilberto Santiago. Unfortunately 
for owner East Oaks Stables and trainer 
Thomas McMahon-and all of Tigi Broke 
His Vow’s backers —the result didn’t stand 
when a foul challenge was upheld and Tigi 
Broke His Vow was disqualified to third 
for coming across the padi of Jaegermann 
in midstretch. That made a winner of 
trainer Deborah K. Blankenship’s own 
Max’s Hero (a more modest 6.80-1). 

But one of the biggest payouts of the 
year came in the sixth race on March 31, 
when 55-1 Midway Dream scored under 
jockey Ramon Maldonado. Trained by Jose 
Noda-Fernandez for owner Orlando Noda, 
the 4-year-old filly returned $113.40 for the 
maiden special weight victory. Combined 
with the winner of fifth, 32-1 Dot’s Dream, 
the daily double paid $3,012.20. 

CLAIBORNE-BRED NOT TOO RISKY 

Rarely is it a comfortable feeling to 
drop a $10,000 claim ticket on a horse, but 
new owner Trevor Hewick had to be feel¬ 
ing pretty good after watching new acquisi¬ 
tion Preach Love demolish her rivals in an 
April 10 maiden claimer. The 3-year-old 
filly galloped home by 10 V 2 lengths under 
Ramon Maldonado as the 1-2 favorite. 

A daughter of Pulpit and the Wild Again 
mare Attach, bred by famed Claiborne 
Farm but foaled in West Virginia, Preach 
Love delivered the maiden victory for 


owner Plead The Fifth Stable and trainer 
Jean Rofe before moving to the barn of 
trainer Stacey Viands. 

PAGAN LOVE A DREAM FOR CAMP 

Nancy Camp has seen a plethora of 
nice winners produced by her mare Pagan 
Love, a daughter of Pentelicus. First came 
Pagan Moon (by Malibu Moon), who won 
the 2006 Maryland Stallion Station Stakes 
as a 3-year-old after being sold privately as 
a yearling. He went on to earn $154,490. 

The mare’s second foal, Valiant Love, 
won for Camp early in his career and even¬ 
tually earned $151,018. 

In April, two runners currently racing 
for their breeder scored in allowance com¬ 
pany over the course of two days. 

Trainer Jean Rofe sent out Camp’s 
stakes-winning 6-year-old gelding Pagan 
Cat (Parker’s Storm Cat—Pagan Love, 
by Pentelicus) for a three-quarter-length 
victory going 7 furlongs on April 3. Stakes- 
placed Pagan Jewel, a 3-year-old daughter 
of Peak Dancer, got her second allow¬ 
ance win in a row the next day for trainer 
Anthony Grigsby, notching a 4-length 
sprint victory. 

Back in March, Camp’s 4-year-old filly 
Pagan Fantasy (by Fantasticat) broke her 
maiden from the Rofe barn. All three 
Camp winners were ridden by Ramon 
Maldonado. 

Pagan Love’s six foals of racing age 
have combined earnings of $670,275. ^

Big names pull 
upset in Classic 

Castellano, Pletcher, Repole team up 
for G2 surprise with Caixa Eletronica

J avier Castellano learned a long time 
ago that when Todd Pletcher says he's 
got a good horse, the trainer's words 
aren’t the stuff of pipe dreams or wishful 
thinking. When Pletcher thinks his horse 
can win, the rider believes it just as much. 


So it's no surprise that Castellano was 
completely on board with Caixa Eletronica 
taking on a stacked field for the fourth 
running of the $1 million Charles Town 
Classic on April 14. Raised to Grade 2 
status after running as a Grade 3 for the 


first time in 2011, West Virginia's richest 
race was headed by defending champion 
Duke of Mischief, whose bold move to 
the outside before the final turn made all 
the difference over a sloppy track in 2011. 

The field didn't have to deal with the 
slop this time, but even on a fast track 
that same move by Duke of Mischief and 
jockey Joe Bravo nearly yielded the same 
result as the 6-year-old once more swept 
five wide to the outside and grabbed the 
lead heading into the final turn. 

Nearly, but not quite. This time, 
Duke of Mischief had company. Caixa 
Eletronica was in close pursuit, and with 
a bit more than a furlong to go the 8.40- 
to-1 former claimer passed the defending 
champ and drew off for a 3-length win in 
a brisk 1:50.28 for the l Vs miles. 

The winner's circle afterward proved a 
bit sparse, as neither Pletcher nor owner 
Mike Repole made the trip. Pletcher's assis¬ 
tant trainer Cesar Estevez, who saddled 
the winner, knew little about the chestnut 
son of Arromanches. He brought Caixa 
Eletronica down from New York the day 
before and made sure the erstwhile sprint 
specialist was settled and ready to run. 

‘We put him in the stall and he relaxed 
a little bit and waited for the race,” Estevez 
said with a grin. ‘Waited for the money.” 

Caixa Eletronica was a bit of a surprise 
to even be running. The 7-year-old made 
51 starts during his career, but only one at 
the Classic's distance. He won that effort, 
but it came against lesser competition in a 
starter allowance at Saratoga last August. 
Castellano might even have been a bit sur¬ 
prised to be aboard, having only ridden the 
former claimer once before. But when 
Pletcher told him to get to Charles Town 
after riding 10 races that day at Keeneland, 
Castellano was more than willing to hop 
aboard a private plane for the trip. 

“I talked to Todd this morning early, 
and he told me to make sure you put [Caixa 
Eletronica] in the game,” Castellano said. 
“It's a good horse. Tackleberry's going to 
be in the lead, that's what we thought. I 
rode him only one time, but basically it 
looked like he's got to be right there.” 

So there was the gameplan-stay on 
the pace, but hold back and wait for the 
right moment to make the winning bid. 
Early on, Caixa Eletronica was just one 
of a slew of horses in the mix, as the 
bunched field of 10 covered the opening 
quarter in :23.81, the half in :48, and 6 
furlongs in 1:12.65. Pants On Fire, with 
Rosie Napravnik aboard, set that early

pace before weakening around the far turn. 
Charles Town-based Travis Dunkelberger 
moved longshot Skipshot to the front near 
the half-mile pole, but not for long. 

Bravo had Duke of Mischief on the 
move from the back of the field, and briefly 
took command as he entered the far turn. 
The moment had arrived, and Castellano 
was ready to prove Caixa Eletronica could 
handle the distance. 

“The track had been very fair today,” 
Castellano said. “Fm very proud and sat¬ 
isfied the way he did it today, my horse. 
I give him all the credit. When the other 
horse [Duke of Mischief] moved to the 
outside, I was just able to hang it out a little 
bit and go forward to the front. It worked 
out great. There were two or three horses 
in front of me, and those horses stopped 
really quick.” 

Duke of Mischief held on for second 
with Mister Marti Gras rallying late to take 
third. 

Once more, though, Castellano's faith 
in Pletcher paid off with a trip to the win¬ 
ner’s circle. 

<( When you ride for Todd, you feel very 
comfortable because he’s a great, great 
horseman and he knows what he’s doing,” 
Castellano said. “I spoke to him a couple 
times, and [Caixa Eletronica] had been train¬ 
ing so good, been galloping very strong. I 
think I was in very good hands today.” 

Caixa Eletronica won for the 17th time 
in his hard-knocking career, which started 
at Calder in 2007. He broke his maiden for 
a $25,000 tag that fall and won a dozen 
races for owner/breeder Richard Rowan 
and LMR Stables. Pletcher and Repole 
claimed the horse for $62,500 at Gulf- 
stream Park last March and have won three 
stakes and two starter handicaps with him. 

Kentucky-bred Caixa Eletronica has 
now earned $1,118,205. His sire, Arroman- 
ches, was well-known in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. The Virginia-bred son of Relaunch, 
an earner of $807,924, stood his first season 
in West Virginia before moving to Indiana. 
Caixa Eletronica is from his second crop. 

FLASHY DEBUT 

Fred Seitz had never been to Charles 
Town before bringing his strapping chest¬ 
nut 3-year-old Flashy Dresser to run in the 
$250,000 Robert Hilton Memorial Stakes. 

One victory later, Seitz had developed 
an unmistakable fondness for the bullring. 

“I’ll have a soft spot in my heart for it 
from now on,” Seitz confirmed before pre¬ 
paring to make the return trip to Kentucky. 


Those tight turns for the 7-furlong 
Hilton did cause Seitz, who owns and 
trains Flashy Dresser, more than mild con¬ 
cern heading into the race. Standing 16.3, 
Flashy Dresser’s size could well have been 
real trouble. 

A less-than-perfect break from the start¬ 
ing gate under Julien Leparoux didn’t help 
matters, but in retrospect seems a perfect 
parallel for Flashy Dresser’s rough begin¬ 
ning. Seitz bought the Kentucky-bred son 
of Flashy Bull and the Two Punch mare 
Saltnvinegar as a yearling at the July 2010 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky sale for $70,000 
on the advice of Dr. David Lambert. 
Seitz planned to sell the promising colt 
before he’d ever run. Solid workouts as 
a 2-year-old in training at Timonium last 
May promised a sizable return, but a bone 
chip discovered in his knee made Flashy 
Dresser’s prospects murky. Seitz bought 
the colt back for $80,000, had the chip sur¬ 
gically removed and began prepping for a 
3-year-old campaign that included a victory 
in the $75,000 Rushaway Stakes in March 
in just his second outing. 

“He’s never looked back since then,” 
Seitz said. “We lost two and a half, three 
months on the farm with the chip. Probably 
a good thing he’s so big— still growing. It 
probably didn’t hurt him one bit.” 

Running just his third race, Flashy 
Dresser recovered from that sluggish 
start to move into contention. Still, the 
1-2 favorite trailed down the backstretch 
and appeared unlikely to keep his perfect 
record. With a group headed by Trippi’s 


Secret in front going into the final turn, 
Flashy Dresser waited for a chance to 
show off his closing speed in the crowd. 
He caught a break when Trippi’s Secret 
blew the final turn, opening the gap Flashy 
Dresser needed for an all-out surge to the 
front. 

“Coming into [the] stretch, we had room 
and I shot for the hole,” Leparoux said. 

The sturdy colt sliced through his rivals 
to gain the front and score by a length in 
1:25.12. Longshot Mr. Handsome finished 
second with a closing burst which couldn’t 
match that of the winner. Trippi’s Secret 
recovered to be a neck back in third. 

Seitz, who has six horses in training, 
ranks Flashy Dresser as the “best of them 
so far.” Just how good, even Seitz isn’t 
sure yet. 

“We don’t know,” Seitz said. “We don’t 
know how good he is.” 

LESSON LEARNED 

Jockey Roberto Alvarado Jr. heard a 
joking question as he entered the winner’s 
circle following the $200,000 Sugar Maple 
Stakes. 

“Did you learn your lesson Roberto?” 

That query involved a bit of recent 
history for Alvarado and his Sugar Maple 
mount, favorite Magical Feeling. In the 
irons for die 6-year-old mare’s last outing, 
the Inside Information Stakes-G2 at Gulf- 
stream Park on March 17, Alvarado got 
hung up in heavy traffic and never could 
help Magical Feeling quite recover despite 
a strong closing effort. 
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class with an irresistible bid starting at the 
quarter pole. As leader Lightshaft gave way 
under pressure, Magical Feeling took con¬ 
trol. Alvarado guided the dark bay to the 
rail in upper stretch, and from there they 
cruised home to score by 1 % lengths in 
1:25.10. Island Bound overcame a troubled 
dip to finish second, with Strike the Moon 
third. 

VINTAGE VICTORY 

Longtime Charles Town leading rider 
Travis Dunkelberger seems almost in awe 
when talking about Silver Heart in the 
winner’s circle. Predictably, that’s where 
Dunkelberger and the beautiful gray mare 
could be found after a 2-length victory in 
the $50,000 Original Gold Stakes. 

“She keeps getting better,” said Dunkel¬ 
berger. “Seven years old and like a fine 
wine—just keeps getting better with age. 
There’s not many like her. There’s maybe 
one in 500 that gets better. I mean, they’ll 
get better for a while, maybe a year, six 
months or something, and then they’ll go 
back down.” 

Not so with Silver Heart, Nancy Ter- 
hune’s decorated West Virginia-bred 
daughter of Lion Hearted. With career 
winnings approaching $500,000, Terhune’s 
talented mare seems on line to defend her 
victory in the upcoming West Virginia 
“Cavada” Breeders Classic Stakes. 

“You know, knock on wood, fingers 
crossed, but she’s been training phenome¬ 
nal,” trainer Gary Capuano said after Silver 
Heart won the 7-furlong Original Gold for 
registered accredited state-breds in 1:26.75. 
“She’s sharp, she looks good, holding her 
weight good... just really blossomed in the 
last year. Since she came back last summer, 
she’s been a gem of consistency and keeps 
moving forward. 

“You hate to stop on her, but our long¬ 
term goal is the Cavada again this year. I’ll 
talk to Nancy, see what she wants to do,” 
added Capuano. “We’ll play it by ear.” 

Finding spots for Silver Heart at Charles 
Town, where the gray mare has won 13 of 
29 starts, remains a priority. The Original 
Gold demonstrated why, as she darted 
to the front and stayed there, gradually 
extending her lead over runner-up Cat o’ 
Nine Tails and third-place finisher Buckle 
Bunny Babe. 

“She broke good,” Dunkelberger said. 
“She never really got squeezed-she might 
have come out a little bit and squeezed 
them, but she’s just a running machine.” 


“By the time I got clear and she took 
over, it was too late,” Alvarado said of 
Gulfstream race, a rare off-the-board fin¬ 
ish. “Today I put her in the race.” 

Sent off as the 1.80-1 favorite, Peter 
Blum’s homebred handled her Charles 


Town debut just fine. The Kentucky-bred 
daughter of Empire Maker trained by Allen 
Iwinski is a graded winner this year, having 
taken the Barbara Fritchie Handicap-G2 
at Laurel in February, at the Sugar Maple’s 
7-furlong distance, and she showed that

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SENDING A MESSAGE 

Maybe there were whispers around the 
race track after ultra-successful gelding 
Russell Road's less-than-successful finale 
to his 5-year-old campaign-a lackluster, 
fourth-place finish in last November's 
A Huevo Stakes. So maybe, just maybe, 
Russell Road had lost a step. 

Owner Mark Russell didn’t think so. 
Neither did trainer James W Casey, as both 
watched the West Virginia-bred son of 
Wheaton heartily dive into a well-earned 
break with a lengthy layoff. The R and R 
officially ended with his dominating vic¬ 
tory in the $50,000 Confucius Say Stakes. 

Russell watched with satisfaction as the 
two-time West Virginia Breeders Classic 
winner responded to the break. 

“The way this horse has been training, 
I thought he’d run out of his mind,” said 
Russell of his runner's prospects of getting 
a second consecutive Confucius Say win. 

But as Russell Road's 2012 return 
unfolded, the owner watched with grow¬ 
ing concern as his prized gelding slid off 
the pace on the backstretch. Russell had 
told jockey Luis Perez to keep him wide, 
but this wasn’t what he had in mind. 

“I thought [Perez] should have been in 
a more tactical spot, but the way he was 
moving, once he let [Russell Road] creep 
forward, I knew we were okay then,” 
explained Russell. 

If Russell was worried, even just for a 
moment, Perez never had any doubts. 

“I was trying to let him get himself 
together,” Perez said. “I know this horse 
like my hand, and when I asked him, I got 
a lot of horse. A lot.” 

Perez steered Russell Road to the out¬ 
side of a five-wide battle near the three- 
sixteenths pole, and the chestnut gelding 
dazzled onlookers with an incredible burst 
while still in hand, drawing off quickly in 
the 7-furlong test to win by 4 Vi lengths in 
1:25.31. Son of a Bear was a clear second 
over longshot Confederate Silver. 

“Seven furlongs is probably his best 
race,” said Casey, who considers the mil¬ 
lionaire the best horse he's trained. “They 
have a couple races here at a mile and a 
sixteenth, and because the money's there 
we run in them. But I think he's a better 
horse at seven-eighths.” 

If the Confucius Say performance is 
any indication, Russell Road could well be 
in for another banner year. 

“I was telling Mark, this horse is train¬ 
ing as good as he ever has,” Casey said. 
“He's 6 years old now, and usually they 


start tailing back, not doing as good, but 
we haven't raced him real hard.” 

TOUGH ACT TO FOLLOW 

Immortal Eyes had a pretty tough act 
to follow in trying to defend his title in the 
$50,000 Webb Snyder Stakes. 

In last year's renewal, Robert Abbo's 
sprint sensation established a track record 
of :50.09 for 4!4 furlongs. At the distance, 
the Florida-bred son of Greatness is a 
marvel—he is now a winner seven times in 
eight attempts at the unusual distance for 
a stakes race. 

The Damon Dilodovico runner has had 
an impressive career at longer distances 
as well. Last year he won the 6-furlong 
Chesapeake Stakes at Colonial Downs in 
track record time of 1:07.97, and finished 
second in the Pimlico's Grade 3 Maryland 
Sprint Handicap in May, Laurel's Frank 
J. De Francis Memorial Dash Stakes in 
October, and Penn National's $200,000 Six 
Bits Handicap in November—by Abbo’s 
estimation, he should have had two more 
wins had he not been bothered in both the 
Maryland Sprint and Six Bits Handicaps. 

But AVi -furlong races provide the ideal 
setting to highlight Immortal Eyes' skill— 
early speed, and lots of it. 

“He likes this track,” Abbo said after 
Immortal Eyes swept home in the Webb 
Snyder by 1 % lengths in a flashy :50.71. But 
Abbo noted the different tactic: “Tonight’s 
race was very encouraging. Usually, he’s on 
top battling for the lead. The way he waited 
for it to open up, and to see him shoot 
through that hole on the rail, it looks like 
he's getting a little smarter.” 


With Travis Dunkelberger aboard as 
usual, Immortal Eyes rated nearly 2 lengths 
back in fourth in the eight-horse field, had 
to wait for room, then shot through a small 
opening along the rail when race leader 
Yukon Wildcat drifted out and brushed 
Who's Big Daddy. Yukon Wildcat held 
second; Who's Big Daddy was third. 

“Travis told me that he'd ridden [Yukon 
Wildcat] before and he likes to run,” Abbo 
said. “He gets out a little bit, so [Dunkel¬ 
berger] waited patiently. Usually this horse 
is headed into the lead. He was a half step 
tardy and got behind, but at AV 2 he really 
came through. That's the quality of this 
horse. He's a real campaigner. He's a tough 
horse. He wants to win.” 

Abbo acquired Immortal Eyes in 2010 
for $45,000 as part of the Casdetop Stables 
dispersal. The bargain looks better and 
better, as the gelding has earned nearly 
$400,000 in his 18 starts since.

Idle Talk speaks loudly, 
wins fourth straight 
in Dahlia Stakes upset

Idle Talk’s fourth win in a row came in her stakes debut-the Dahlia over the Pimlico turf on April 21. 
Trained by Mary Eppler, Patrick Kelley’s gray mare was risked for a tag in recent months, with no takers. 


A nd that makes four. 

Idle Talk added to her win streak 
with a hard-earned victory in the 
Dahlia Stakes at Pimlico on April 21. 
Owned by Patrick Kelley, trained by Mary 
Eppler and ridden by Horacio Karamanos, 
the 6-year-old Laurel-based mare rallied 
from the back of the 10-horse field to col¬ 
lar In the Rough in the final strides and win 
by a head. Sent off at 15-1, the daughter of 
Olmodavor picked up right where she left 
off, silencing a five-month layoff. 

Eppler risked Idle Talk for a $16,000 
claiming tag at Delaware Park in June 2011 
while she toiled in the midst of a 10-race 
losing streak. By September, Idle Talk was 


back at Laurel. In her second start at her 
home track in October, she took advan¬ 
tage of the optional claiming part of the 
two-other-than condition with her first win 
since November 2010, and repeated under 
the same conditions (while in for a $25,000 
tag) twice more. Eppler stopped on her for 
the winter. 

“She started winning at Laurel and I 
kept her in that two-other-than-I was sort 
of shocked nobody took her. After the 
third one [on December 6], I sent her to 
the farm for a break/’ Eppler said. 

“I got her back in the middle of 
February to try and get a race into her at 
the very end of Laurel. That condition 


wasn’t going to fill, so I had to train her up 
to it. [The stakes] came up tougher than I 
thought it would, so I wasn’t exactly sure 
she could win it. But she ran great.” 

In the Dahlia, at a mile on the turf, Idle 
Talk got up at the wire to edge Florida 
shipper In the Rough in 1:37.25. Next 
came Master Shade (Ity) and last year’s 
winner, Baltimore Belle. Making her stakes 
debut, Idle Talk won for the ninth time in 
her 30-race career. 

She knew it. 

“She’s lovely to train,” Eppler said. “I 
get on her every day, and when I took 
her back to the racetrack, she played and 
played and played for a half-mile, buck¬ 
ing—not to hurt you, just that she was 
feeling so good. She’ll gallop on the buckle, 
she’s lovely to train. It’s rewarding to win a 
stakes with her.” 

Lacking room at a critical stage in upper 
stretch, Idle Talk etched an improbable and 
impressive victory. 

“She’s always stayed close to the pace, 
but I’m not sure that’s where she needed 
to be. When there was so much speed, I 
told Horacio we should take her back, and 
it was one of her best races. She exploded 
when she saw daylight.” 

Karamanos replaced Grant Whitacre, 
who was injured in a training accident in 
March. 

AGATHA K LOOKS, ACTS 
LIKE SUPER HEROINE 

A rival trainer looked over at the big bay 
filly entered in an April 5 turf allowance, 
and had two words of description. 

‘Wonder Woman.” 

Agatha K was exactly that when win¬ 
ning a 5-furlong turf dash for owner Bayne 
Welker Jr. and trainer Alex White. A big, 
powerful daughter of recent Pennsylvania 
sire addition Silver Train, the winner rallied 
from fourth to win for the second time in 
three career starts. 

Bred in Kentucky by Spring Ridge 
Farm and Lochlow Farm, the winner made 
her debut in the fall for Christina Welker 
as trainer. She finished seventh that day 
before returning nearly a month later to 
break her maiden impressively for White. 

The victory follows a successful family 
pattern. 

Bayne Welker, who works for Fasig- 
Tipton, and wife Christina partnered with 
their friend Louisa Lenehan of Warrenton, 
Va., to buy broodmare prospect Princess 
Birdeye, through bloodstock agent Alistair 
Roden. The daughter of Indian Charlie 
won five races and placed in a stakes as a 
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2-year-old. Her half-sister, Coach Mike, 
won multiple stakes and $450,550. 

As a broodmare, Princess Birdeye went 
right to work. Her first foal, a Stormy 
Atlantic filly eventually named Navigator, 
topped Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 2007 
Eastern Fall Yearling Sale at $325,000 and 
won a stakes at Santa Anita at 2 for Jay 
Em Ess Stable. The Welkers and Lenehan 
also sold a yearling colt by Discreet Cat for 
$235,000 at Fasig-Tipton July in 2010. Last 
fall at Timonium, they offered Princess 
Birdeye's Malibu Moon yearling colt, who 
failed to sell in the ring (he was a $145,000 
RNA), but later sold privately through 
Bob Feld on behalf of Kevin Plank. Now 
named Heat Press, he is set to go to 
Graham Motion. 

Agatha K, named for Christina Welker's 
aunt and standing 17 hands, never found 
the sales ring like her brothers and sisters. 

“She’s a different story than her siblings. 
She took a huge growth spurt as a weanling 
that we tried to control to not much avail 
and she became very toed in on her left 
front,” Welker said. “Due to her size and 
conformation, we felt she was not market¬ 
able and we would just see what time 
would bring.” 

Agatha K spent time at Chris McCar- 
ron’s jockey school at the Kentucky Horse 
Park, where she received some early 
schooling. 

“He always commented on her wonder¬ 
ful mind and insisted on riding her himself 
when she would work,” Welker said. “Her 
huge size and the conventional surface of 
the track led to some 2-year-old ailments.” 

Fearing with her size that if she was 
completely let down she would become 
fat and soft to the point it would be next 
to impossible to get her going again, the 
Welkers sent Agatha K to Sarah Conyers in 
southern Kentucky, where she was ridden 
cross country and educated on the flat. 

‘We felt she would never have a chance 
to even make a start, much less win a race, 
if she was trained conventionally at the 
track,” said Welker. 

Enter White. She’s based at Andor 
Farm in Monkton, Md.-20 miles from 
Pimlico but light years from the racetrack 
in terms of atmosphere and training 
options. 

“Alex has done a tremendous job with 
this filly,” Welker said. “Keeping her sound 
and happy—we can’t say enough good 
things about her program and the success 
we have had so far. So far it has been a 
rewarding venture.” 


NEWS AND NOTES 

I Maryland-bred Jazzy Idea won her 
third career race for owner/trainer Edwin 
Merryman on April 20. Bred by Merryman 
and his wife, Sass, Jazzy Idea won two races 
last fall, sandwiched between fourth-place 
finishes in the Maryland Million Lassie 
and Maryland Juvenile Filly Championship. 
The daughter of Great Notion defeated 
older runners in the Pimlico turf allow¬ 
ance, then added a turf stakes score in 
Belmont Park’s Thirty Flags on May 2. 

I Heavy Favorite lived up to her name 
in a maiden special weight on April 19 for 
owner/breeder Joan Everett and trainer 
Jason Egan. The 5-year-old daughter of 
King Cugat opened up 5 lengths and hung 
on to win by a neck over Revocable in the 
5-furlong turf test. 

On the same card, Single Malt Mac 
relished a switch to the turf, breaking his 
maiden for Judy DiNatale and Single Malt 
Stable. Bred by Judy and John DiNatale, 
the son of Greek Sun paid $42.20 in his 
second start. 

I Stakes winner Edgewater won a tough 
optional claimer on April 20 for Midwest 


Thoroughbreds and trainer Jamie Ness. 
The 6-year-old caught New York shipper 
Joe Vann and held off Florida shipper 
Meistersinger for win number eight. The 
second and third-place runners competed 
in such races as the Haskell-Gl, Peter Pan- 
G2 and Super Derby-G2. Trainer Donald 
Barr took Edgewater out of the race for 
$32,000 on behalf of Lindy Redding. Ness 
and Midwest had claimed him for the same 
price at Laurel in November. 

I Embarr returned sharply in her 4-year- 
old debut, handling nine rivals in a 1-mile 
turf allowance on March 31. Owned, bred 
and trained by Susan Cooney, Embarr lost 
three tough assignments after upsetting 
Colonial Downs’ restricted Brookmeade 
Stakes last July. This was her return off a 
five-month break. 

I Owner Joseph Hale and trainer 
Katherine Sancuk continued to reap 
rewards from prolific $5,000 claims at 
Laurel. On April 19, River Blades won for 
the fourth time since taken in February, 
while Delicate Genius got her second con¬ 
secutive win on April 1, a 1 -mile turf allow¬ 
ance, after joining the barn in March. Dfc

THOROUGHBREDS GET LEG UP, FIND 
NEW FOOTHOLD IN SHOW WORLD

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All- Thoroughbred classes at horse shows In Virginia helped shine a light on the breed’s return to the ring. 



R acehorses used to have a system. 

Born athletes, they learned the 
racing profession early and were 
competitors by age 2. Some won and 
continued racing, others didn’t. Eventually 
they all stopped running. After their track 
days, some became broodmares, lead 
ponies, foxhunters, eventers, polo ponies, 
trail horses. Some retired. But many found 
jobs in the horse show industry. They were 
hunters, jumpers, equitation mounts. They 
won ribbons, taught people how to ride. 
Some were Grand Prix superstars and oth¬ 
ers were children’s dutiful lesson partners. 
A tittle fatter and a lot slower, racehorses 
changed careers and became the ex-race- 
horses of the show world. 

That was the system, and it depended 
on the show industry. 

The show world is one of ever-chang¬ 
ing fads, with the trend-setters riding in the 
elite circles of the top level shows. From 
helmet brands to saddle styles, fashion 
choices trickle down until becoming the 
norm at local shows. 

Michael Matz is familiar with the top 
rungs of the show world. Long before he 
trained 2006 Kentucky Derby-Gl winner 
Barbaro and 2012 contender Union Rags, 
the Pennsylvania native dominated show 
rings. He won the United States Equestrian 
Team Show Jumping Championship a 
record six times and rode in three World 
Championships. In 1981 and 1984, he 
was the American Grand Prix Association 
Rider of the Year. 

At the 1979 Pan American Games, 
Matz partnered with fellow Show Jumping 
Hall of Fame inductee Jet Run, a bay Thor¬ 
oughbred gelding. Bred in Virginia and 
trained at Winter Place Farm in Maryland, 
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the son of Jet Traffic and Virginia-bred 
mare Helianthemum carried Matz to the 
individual and team gold medals. 

“Therewere a lot of Thoroughbreds, and 
a lot of the hunters were Thoroughbreds. 
I think that’s changed around ,” Matz said. 
“A lot of the professionals didn’t take the 
time to make their own horses here. It 
was easier to go out and buy one that was 
already made up. They started to import 
more horses from Europe and a lot of the 
professionals went over there to buy horses 
instead of here in the United States.” 

World-renowned hunter/jumper 
instructor George Morris took some of 
die blame while discussing Thoroughbreds 
at the United States Equestrian Federation’s 
open forum on show jumping last year. 

“I started this in 1977,” he said. “I 
was one of the first to buy horses from 
Europe. . . that started this tsunami of 
horse importation.” 

European Warmbloods were easier to 
ride, already trained and the quickest means 
to a next championship. They became the 
trendy ride. Like every other choice by rid¬ 
ers at the top, the decision spread through 
the industry. 

Thoroughbreds lost their status. They 
lost their jobs. 

“The situation kind of took away what 
was the future of the hunter,” Matz said. 
“We got kind of carried away with the 
Warmblood when we have a wonderful 
breed here in the United States.” 

The racing industry kept going. Breeders 
kept producing the Thoroughbreds which 
make the racing world go round. The show 
industry shifted. Trainers made good com¬ 
missions on the high-priced Warmbloods 
and riders didn’t have to retrain horses 
or learn to ride the fresh or young ones 
anymore. They just had to show up and 
compete. 

The system cracked. In 2011, Thor¬ 
oughbreds accounted for 10 percent of the 
USEF’s registry. 

Organizations have assisted ex-race- 
horses for years. 

ReRun, a Thoroughbred adoption 
non-profit organization founded in 1996, 
serves as an on-site aftercare program 
at Monmouth Park; the Communication 
Alliance to Network Ex-racehorses 
(CANTER), began in 1997; Mid-Atlantic 
Horse Rescue, a non-profit Thoroughbred 
rescue, started in 2002; and After the Finish 
Line, a national non-profit organization 
for Thoroughbred racehorses launched in 
2007. There are more.

Like the rescue groups, a few Thor¬ 
oughbred shows have been around for 
years. ReRun’s annual Fall for Horses 
Thoroughbred show at the Horse Park of 
New Jersey began in 2003. 

One of the biggest helping hands 
extended to ex-racehorses came with the 
2009 creation of the Virginia Thorough¬ 
bred Celebration horse shows at the 
Virginia Horse Center in Lexington, a 
premier facility home to AA-rated shows, 
championships, classics and other first-rate 
competitions. 

It was the first multiple-day hunter and 
jumper series exclusive to Thoroughbreds. 
With sponsorship from individuals and 
organizations, including the Virginia 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association and the Maryland Jockey Club, 
it offered enough prize money to be entic¬ 
ing and to be noticed. 

Virginia Horse Center director of oper¬ 
ations Chris Kelly, Virginia Horse Center 
executive director Katherine Truitt and 
Virginia horsewoman Anne Russek put the 
series into action. 

“It was this idea we had. We put it 
together, put some prize lists out there,” 
Kelly said. “We were told that we were 
nuts.” 

Crazy or not, they were old Thorough¬ 
bred fans. So they went on with it. After 
years of unpopularity, the ex-racehorse 
was accepted back into the fancier arenas 


of the show world. Not just accepted, 
invited. 

“Thoroughbreds, that’s all we ever used 
to show” Kelly said. “They are just a 
good, useful horse and there is abso¬ 
lutely no need to just disregard what they 
have when they’re done with their racing 
careers. Thoroughbreds are very athletic... 
they make fantastic jumpers, hunters, good 
dressage horses.” 

The show proved popular, drawing a 
variety of participants, from local show 
riders, people on off-the-track Thorough¬ 
breds (OTTBs) to AA-rated show riders. 

“It’s always had great response and it’s 
done nothing but steadily grow since,” 
Kelly said. “We started out as a two-day 
show and we’ve grown into a three-day 
show.” 

Sponsorship has grown as well. In 
2012 , the series offers more than $15,000 
in prizes, including three $1,500 After 
the Finish Line hunter stakes. The shows 
serve as a model and jumping-off point 
for Thoroughbred shows and incentives 
to come. 

With the breed’s growing need for sec¬ 
ond careers and the receptive response to 
the Celebration series, racehorse people 
began kicking around ideas as well. 

The Jockey Club’s Thoroughbred 
Incentive Program (T.I.P.), a $100,000 
initiative launched in 2012, sponsors 
Thoroughbred classes and awards at 167

shows across the country and in Canada. 
The Celebration shows are among those 
receiving sponsorship. 

“Having an incentive program is some¬ 
thing we had discussed internally. I actually 
approached our board with it a few years 
ago, then last year we had one of our 
stewards take it to our steward board,” 
said Jockey Club legal associate Kristin 
Hix. “It’s sort of our last pillar in our 
Thoroughbred aftercare programs.” 

Other programs are the 2009 retire¬ 
ment check-off program, which enables 
owners and breeders to contribute funding 
to aftercare programs at the time of foal 
registration, the 2009 free tattoo look-up 
program, and Thoroughbred Connect, a 
placement program for retired racehorses 
begun in 2011. 

“In the past few years, there has been 
a lot of publicity and a lot of discussion 
about the unwanted horse issue,” Hix said. 
“With the economy, and there are lots of 
different things people point to as why, but 
there has been an increase in the number 
of horses needing to be placed. With 
Thoroughbreds, it’s horses that have come 
off the track and need to be moved into a 
new home. Often times very quickly. All of 


our initiatives are aimed at moving those 
horses into a second career.” 

The Jockey Club wasn’t alone in its 
thinking. Show sponsorship proved the 
popular idea and Thoroughbred classes, 
awards and shows began popping up 
everywhere. 

New Jersey’s biggest show of the year, 
the AA-rated Garden State Horse Show 
in May, offered $6,000 in Thoroughbred 
prize money and marked the debut of 
TAKE2, an initiative developed by the 
New York Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association (NYTHA), New York Racing 
Association and New York Thoroughbred 
Breeders to create second career options 
for ex-racehorses and offer sponsorship 
for Thoroughbred show classes. 

“I think there are different approaches 
that are basically all pretty complementary,” 
said NYTHA president Richard Vioiette Jr. 
of the various initiatives. “We need homes. 
It gets tougher and tougher to find homes 
for Thoroughbreds. 

“The Thoroughbred has kind of been 
ostracized in the horse show world for the 
last couple decades. They were at one time 
the go-to breed. They were the superstars 
in the industry and the last few decades 


have kind of gone to the Warmbloods, to 
the sporthorses in Europe.” 

Garden State Horse Show executive 
committee member Kevin Saggese first 
heard about the TAKE2 program from 
Vioiette during a Christmas party last year 
and was thrilled to get involved. 

“I’m an old hunter and jumper guy 
who transferred about 10 years ago into 
the Thoroughbred [racing] business,” said 
Saggese, who has been involved with the 
Garden State show for over 20 years and 
is now a licensed racehorse trainer in 
Kentucky. “I grew up riding Thorough¬ 
breds and there is really nothing better as 
far as a hunter or jumper.” 

Garden State Horse Show manager Tim 
Cleary also grew up riding Thoroughbreds, 
so it was not hard to get him on board. The 
New Jersey Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association joined the TAKE2 effort, 
offering the $6,000 in prize money. 

“The Thoroughbred racing industry is 
very much behind this,” Saggese said. 
“They’re the ones putting up the money 
for this and they’re the ones backing this. 
In part it is a reaction to the bad press. That 
was a large impetus to make it happen now. 
If you’ve ever been at a racetrack or race 
facility you know we take care of our

horses better than we take care of our¬ 
selves, much like we take care of our show 
horses. The public perception that we 
don’t take care of our horses is really very 
wrong.” 

With show management reminiscent of 
the days when Thoroughbreds ruled the 
rings, and the racing industry putting up 
prize money, Thoroughbreds were invited 
to New Jersey’s most elite show and were 
put in the spotlight at the Garden State 
Horse Show. The Thoroughbred highlight, 
the $4,000 Thoroughbred Jumper Classic, 
was scheduled just before the show’s 
$35,000 Grand Prix. 

Violette sees the move opening new 
doors. 

“A good segment of the horse show 
world, the younger riders, have never been 
exposed to a quality Thoroughbred, and 
that’s what we are trying to do. There are 
hundreds of aftercare groups across the 
country. This is a step beyond that. This 
creates a need, an expansion, in the very 
large horse show industry. Maybe it will 
be a little easier for people to relocate the 
horses that they adopt.” 

TAKE2 also created classes in New 
York at the AA-rated Saratoga Springs 
shows in May, the Skidmore College 


Saratoga Classic shows in June and plans 
to expand to other states. 

Maryland Jockey Club racing secre¬ 
tary Georganne Hale and Adena Springs 
Retirement Program manager Stacie Clark- 
Rogers also jumped into action, bringing 
their creative spin to the venture. Instead 
of bringing Thoroughbreds to the show 
ring, they will bring the ring to the horses. 
The Maryland Jockey Club and Adena 
Springs will host the Totally Thoroughbred 
Horse Show, a Thoroughbred-only hunter 
show to be held in Pimlico’s infield July 14, 
offering cash prizes up to $1,500. Proceeds 
will benefit Thoroughbred aftercare pro¬ 
grams. 

Hale hopes the show will remind rac¬ 
ing professionals that their horses have 
options after the track and will encourage 
show riders to look toward ex-racehorses. 

“We want to show that there is a fife 
after the track for Thoroughbreds,” said 
Hale, who expects to see participation 
from regular show riders as well as racing 
people, such as trainers on their retired 
runners or foxhunters and exercise riders 
on their off-the-track projects. 

Each horse will show under its Jockey 
Club name, a radical break that connects 
the careers even further. The traditional

show horse has his name changed as often 
as he switches owners, barns or show cir¬ 
cuits. With each new home comes a new 
person, a new halter, a new job, a new 
name and ultimately a new identity. 

“It will be good for people to keep track 
of their past horses,” Hale said. “Good for 
people wondering where their horses are 
now and interesting for people who knew 
the horses on the track.” 

It also could be good for reminding 
show riders that their horses had previous 
lives and jobs. 

It could be great for reminding racing 
professionals that the horses they bred, 
trained and sold are still out there trying to 
earn a living. 

Clark-Rogers is familiar with the pro¬ 
cess of placing ex-racehorses into sec¬ 
ond careers through her work with Adena 
Springs Retirement Program, an extension 
of Maryland Jockey Club owner Frank 
Stronach’s Adena Springs operation. The 
in-house retirement program, based in 
Ontario, has provided retraining and re-

homing for more than 100 retired runners 
since it began in 2004. 

“It is a challenge for people to accept 
that Thoroughbreds are capable of doing 
all different things/’ said Clark-Rogers. 
“This is the right time to make this happen. 
People are very happy to see the initiative.” 

The Totally Thoroughbred Horse 
Show’s judges, Rodney Jenkins and Steuart 
Pittman, should draw attention from the 
show and racing industries. 

Before becoming one of Maryland’s 
leading trainers, Virginia native Jenkins 
was a member of 16 Nations’ Cup teams, 
winner of 10 World Championships for 
Team USA and was inducted into the 
Showjumping Hall of Fame in 1999. One 
of his most successful partnerships came 
with Idle Dice, a legendary ex-racehorse 
who captured 31 Grand Prix victories, was 
1977 Grand Prix Horse of the Year and 
inducted into the Show Jumping Hall of 
Fame in 1987. 

Maryland Horse Council president 
and event trainer Pittman founded the 
Retired Racehorse Training Project 
(RRTP), an initiative to create demand for 
Thoroughbreds in the sport-horse world. 
The project has been an important part of 
recent Thoroughbred efforts. 

RRTP’s first program of 2012, the 
Trainer Challenge, was an Internet sensa¬ 
tion and quickly gained fans across the 
country. The five-week online voting com¬ 


pel/ Strauss, president of Mid-Atlantic Horse Rescue, 
is organizing the group’s first All Thoroughbred Benefit 
Horse Show, to be held in June in Bel Air, Md. 


petition featured three sport-horse trainers 
given the task of retraining an ex-race- 
horse, most recent retirees off the track. 

This year has also seen the addi¬ 
tion of a Thoroughbred division to the 
United States Hunter Jumper Association 
(USHJA) Stirrup Cup Awards, a program 
offered at B-rated and C-rated shows. In 
December, the USHJA hosted a forum dis¬ 
cussing ways to bring the Thoroughbred 
back. Presenters and guest speakers includ¬ 
ed representatives from CANTER and 
T.I.P, as well as Matz and Jenkins. 

People at all levels have become 
involved. The Baltimore County Horse 
Show Association offered high-point 
Thoroughbred awards in 2010 and 2011. 

And it’s more than horse shows. 

The Thoroughbred Aftercare Alliance, 
a national organization formed in 2012 by 
a broad-based group of Thoroughbred 
industry stakeholders, will serve as the 
accrediting body of aftercare facilities for 
retired Thoroughbreds and as a fund¬ 
raising body to support facilities. It was 
funded by seed money from Breeders’ 
Cup Ltd., The Jockey Club and Keeneland 
Association. 

The HRTV series Unbridled features a 
new segment in 2012 on ex-racehorses in 
second careers. 

Mid-Atlantic Horse Rescue president 
Bev Strauss grew up in die racing industry 
and dedicated herself to the welfare of 


ex-racehorses long before it became popu¬ 
lar. After 10 years of running the non¬ 
profit Thoroughbred rescue, she notices a 
change in aftercare and in the racing indus¬ 
try’s perception of who is responsible. 

“Up until now it’s been a lot of indi¬ 
viduals, a lot of private organizations, 
some non-profits. It seems that finally the 
industry is listening to the people who love 
it for the horses,” Strauss said. “A lot of 
racing fans are concerned now about the 
aftercare and they are becoming aware of 
what has been happening with our Thor¬ 
oughbreds.” 

Encouraged by recent efforts and by 
the breed’s returning popularity, Strauss 
is hosting the first Mid-Atlantic Horse 
Rescue All Thoroughbred Benefit Horse 
1 Show in Bel Air, Md., on June 2. 

5 “It’s something we had talked about 
§ doing for a couple years and we finally just 
decided it’s time with all the great press and 
the great buzz about Thoroughbreds these 
days,” she said. “And people who actually 
tide are realizing Thoroughbreds can hold 
their own and can do better than some of 
these imported Warmbloods. They’re real¬ 
izing they are not hot and crazy.” 

Olympic gold medal team coach Morris 
would like to see show riders return to the 
breed. 

“American Thoroughbred. The best 
sport horse in the world,” he said to forum 
attendees. “Somehow, we have to get back 
to the horses we have in this country.” 

It is an important year for Thorough¬ 
breds. They are finding their way back to 
the show rings, back to the world that can 
offer jobs and homes for life. 

It is not the result of any single pro¬ 
gram, the ideas of any one group or the 
funding of any particular sponsor. It is 
a joint effort, from the old-time show 
people, the racing industry professionals, 
the aftercare leaders and key entities on 
both sides of the rail. 

Maybe it is happening because the 
racing industry is being challenged to do 
something about it or because the show 
world isn’t the same without the grace and 
unrelenting heart of the Thoroughbred. 
Maybe it is just the times. Maybe the plight 
of the ex-racehorse is something people 
can relate to, a problem people are glad to 
join forces on and solve because they want 
to see the Thoroughbred win. Not win a 
race or a show, but win back a way of life, 
a future. 

And a system. ^

In Memoriam 


JOSEPH DIPAOLA JR. 

Joseph (Joe) DiPaola Jr., the Baltimore Sun 
photographer who captured the iconic 
Preakness Stakes head-on finish between 
Greek Money and Ridan 50 years ago, died 
on April 27 at 91. 

Mr. DiPaola started as a paper copy 
boy with the Sun in 1937 and eventually 
became enamored with photography He 
was assigned for anything and everything 
at the Sun, but will perhaps forever be 
recognized for taking the image of Manuel 
Ycaza (on Ridan) leaning out of the saddle 
and into Johnny Rotz on Preakness winner 
Greek Money 

The photo not only was Life magazine's 
picture of the week June 1, 1962, but it 


contributed to the suspension of Ycaza 
after the race. The photo appeared on 
the cover of the May 2012 issue of Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred in celebration of the 
race's 50th anniversary. 

Mr. DiPaola, a longtime resident of 
Timonium, Md., retired from the Sun in 
1984. 

FRANK MINERVINI JR. 

Retired jockey Frank Minervini Jr., who 
spent most of the late 1970s and early 
1980s riding at tracks throughout the Mid- 
Atlantic region, primarily in New Jersey, 
died Feb. 18. He was 60. 

Mr. Minervini, a native of Jersey City, 
N.J., started his career as an exercise rider 


in Maryland for Grover (Buddy) Delp and 
early in his career rode races for Marylander 
Jim Lewis. Mid-Adantic trainer Jimmy 
Connors, a friend of Mr. Minervini for 
more than 30 years, gave the rider a num¬ 
ber of mounts while Mr. Minervini was 
riding in New Jersey. Mr. Minervini was the 
rider of local favorite Castelets early in his 
career, when the eventual multiple stakes 
winner, then trained by Connors, broke his 
maiden at Meadowlands in October 1982. 

After retiring from the saddle, Mr. 
Minervini trained a small stable for fam¬ 
ily members and friends, then moved to 
Las Vegas, Nev., to work as an oddsmaker 
with the sports books at various casinos, 
and setting future books for the Kentucky 
Derby and Breeders' Cup. He and his wife, 
Peggy, eventually returned to New Jersey 
where they lived on a small farm, taking in 
and finding homes for retired racehorses. 
Mr. Minervini also worked at the Borgata 
Casino's sports book in Atlantic City. 

“He was always talking and telling 
jokes,” said Connors, who kept in touch 
with Mr. Minervini over the years. “And he 
always enjoyed racing.” 

JASMINE WATKINS 

Jasmine Watkins, a horse enthusiast who 
owned racehorses with her husband of 52 
years, Robert Watkins, and was the mother 
of former trainer Shannon Watkins, died at 
the age of 77 on March 17. 

Mrs. Watkins resided in College Park, 
Md., were she helped operate College Park 
Homes, a Watkins family business. She 
enjoyed watching the family's horses cam¬ 
paign at Laurel, Pimlico, Charles Town and 
Gulfstream Park, said Craig Nicholson, 
who currently trains for Mr. Watkins. 

The Watkinses' best performer was 
multiple stakes winner Smelly. Mr. Watkins 
bought the chestnut son of Judge Smells 
for $23,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
yearling sale in 1988. Smelly went on to 
win six of 26 starts, including the Federico 
Tesio Stakes-G3 and two other added- 
money races, and was stakes-placed three 
times, counting seconds in the Fountain of 
Youth Stakes-G2 and Cherry Hill Mile-G3. 
After campaigning for four years and earn¬ 
ing $308,862, Smelly retired to stud at 
At Last Farm in Aquasco, Md., where he 
remained the property of the Watkinses. 
The Watkinses also raced multiple s takes- 
placed juvenile Axial Rift in the early 1990s.

Jazzy Idea Is Sire's Newest Stakes Winner 


GREAT NOTION'S 3-year-old daughter JAZZY IDEA 
shipped to Belmont Park for the $85,000 Thirty 
Flags S. on May 2 and showed her heels to seven 
other fillies, drawing off to win by four lengths. 

Bred, owned and trained by Edwin Merryman, the 
dark bay filly was overlooked at 6-1 odds, but had 
never been worse than fourth in her previous eight 
starts. Rider Jose Lezcano held her back early in the 
6-furlong Thirty Flags, unleashed her as they 
entered the stretch, and it was just a matter of how 
much she'd win by as she cruised home over the 
yielding turf. 


Last year at 2, JAZZY IDEA won twice, finished 
second twice, and placed fourth in her two starts in 
stakes company. In her race prior to her New York 
trip, JAZZY IDEA defeated older runners in 
allowance company at 5 furlongs on the Pimlico turf 
on April 20. She has now earned $135,030. 

JAZZY IDEA is the sixth stakes winner for GREAT 
NOTION, whose other performers include top turf 
sprinter HAVELOCK and one of last year's best 
Maryland-bred juveniles, GLIB.

scooted away and was never seriously 
challenged as she won by nearly 2 lengths.

Pair of Aces 


Delacours lean on experience 
to cultivate training success 



Coming off a strong meet at Tampa Bay Downs, Leigh and Arnaud 
Delacour are based at Fair Hiil Training Center 


P utting away her boots and saddle 
wasn’t an easy move for trainer Leigh 
Delacour. Even though her doctor 
told her to stop riding when she became 
pregnant, she continued to gallop horses 
until the final week of March, almost four 
months into her term. 

“I’ve had friends who galloped while 
they were pregnant, and I still felt com¬ 
fortable on a horse,” Delacour said one 
early spring morning after training hours at 
Tampa Bay Downs, where she and her hus¬ 
band, Arnaud, compete during the winter. 
“Stopping was one of those decisions that 
seemed the intelligent one to make, and 
we hired someone new to fill my position 
as an exercise rider because we typically 
take six or seven sets to the track every 
morning. 

“But the fact I can’t ride doesn’t mean 
I can’t be at the barn at 4:30 a.m. to check 
all the legs.” 

Arnaud—in a roundabout way—sought 
to reassure his wife that the training opera¬ 
tion would function as smoothly as ever. 

“That’s convenient,” he said upon hear¬ 
ing the news. “All of our riders are doing 
really well right now. We don’t need you.” 

Leigh, 31, a former jockey who worked 
for trainer Graham Motion for 10 years, 
and Arnaud, 37, an assistant for seven 
years to fellow Frenchman Christophe 
Clement, spent the winter at Tampa but 
were gradually shifting north to Maryland’s 
Fair Hill Training Center as the weather 
warmed. At Tampa’s 2011-12 meet, the 
Delacours crafted a spot in the top 10 with 
22 winners from their first 92 starters. The 
barn stayed hot all meet, improving on the 
13 races won at the 2010-11 session. 

Despite the Florida success, Leigh 
(Offutt) Delacour is entrenched in the 
Mid-Atlantic. She grew up near Annapolis, 
Md., foxhunted with the Marlborough 
Hunt Club, rode pony races at the local 
point-to-points, worked for Christy Clagett 
at Larking Hill Farm, rode regularly with 
the Amateur Riders Club of America and 
graduated to racetrack jobs with Motion 
and Barclay Tagg. Also a University of 
Virginia graduate, with degrees in biology 
and economics, she even tried a jockey 
career-riding regularly at Charles Town 
and Laurel for two years after starting out 
in the amateur ranks. She won 25 races, 
including a 15-for-98 mark in 2004, her 
final season as a jockey. Though racehorses 
were firmly in the picture, the grind of rid¬ 
ing races every day was never going to be 
Delacour’s ultimate career choice.

She and Arnaud were intro¬ 
duced by Motion’s wife, Anita, 
and got married in 2007. The 
training career soon bloomed 
and the Delacours now oper¬ 
ate out of a base at Fair Hill, 
with stalls at Delaware Park as 
well, for most of the year. And, 
when the blessed event occurs, 
they won’t have far to travel: 

Leigh will deliver at Christiana 
Hospital, across the street from 
Delaware Park’s back gate and a 
short drive from Fair Hill. 

<c We like a bunch of different tracks in 
the Mid-Atlantic for a bunch of different 
reasons,” Leigh said. “Laurel has the most 
beautiful turf course, and Monmouth has 
done a great job with their surface the past 
couple of years. If you have a horse that 
likes firm turf, Monmouth is the place to 
go. For Pennsylvania-breds, Parx is unbeat¬ 
able because the competition is not overly 
stiff, even in stakes company Parx and 
Penn National both have turf courses, 
and it’s a little easier at Penn National if 
you have a horse that is not quite cutting it 
somewhere else.” 

The couple also ships horses to Virginia, 
West Virginia, New York, Kentucky or 
Canada, depending on what is available 
and where they think a horse fits. 

The Delacours count such clients as 
Roy and Gretchen Jackson’s Lael Stables, 
William Shively’s Dixiana Farms, Bert and 
Diana Firestone, Dr. Catherine Wills, Fares 
Farm and Stella Thayer on the roster and 
look to build on the good start at Tampa. 

Supreme, a 5-year-old mare owned by 
Fares Farm, finished second in Tampa’s 
Lightning City Stakes on turf last Decem¬ 
ber. The Delacours trained 3-year-old filly 
Melrose Woods to a third in the Suncoast 
Stakes in March for the Jacksons. 

Other successes came with Nightmare 
Night, a 5-year-old daughter of Pulpit 
owned by the Jacksons, two-time winner 
Cavallo Murano for Alpha Delta Stables, 
and Michael P. for Epic Thoroughbreds 
LLC. The best-known horses representing 
Delacour Stable are the Lael homebreds 
Nicanor and Lentenor, full-brothers to 
2006 Kentucky Derby-Gl winner Barbaro. 

Lentenor, now 5, won a turf allowance 
at Tampa in late December, then finished 
fifth in the Grade 3 Tampa Bay Stakes 
over the grass in February, beaten only 2 
lengths. 

Six-year-old Nicanor flashed brief 
speed in his return to the races on April 6 


following a long layoff, then faded in the 
7-furlong allowance on Keeneland’s all- 
weather track. 

Predictably, the Delacours follow the 
examples set by Motion and Clement when 
it comes to training. 

“The way Graham and Chris tophe 
bring along horses slowly and gradually, 
that is the same,” Arnaud said. “Americans 
train for speed mainly, then you build 
around that. With us, if they are speed 
they are speed, but we aren’t trying to put 
speed into them. Everybody has their way, 
and this is how we learned to do it. Take 
your time and let the horse tell you what 
distance he wants and if he wants to go 
on turf or dirt. We’ll try something and if 
it works, great; if it doesn’t, we’ll try some¬ 
thing else. But the goal is pretty much the 
same-to keep winning races.” 

The Delacours are eager to embrace the 
changes that come after their child arrives. 
They watched their training business grow 
from one horse, to three, to its current 
level. Can they continue that climb while 
caring for a newborn? 

“We’ll make it work, like everything 
else,” said Arnaud. “I didn’t really think 
when we started dating that we would be 
starting a stable and dealing with 30 to 
40 horses, and it just happened. It seems 
that everything happens for a reason, and 
at the right time. I believe strongly that is 
what it is.” 

“We are trained to adapt,” Leigh said. 
“When you train horses, they teach you to 
figure out the situation you are in and do 
for the best.” 

Although Leigh may spend less time at 
the barn, she plans to stay involved in the 
day-to-day operation. Many afternoons at 
Tampa Bay Downs, while Arnaud returned 
to the backside for feedings if they didn’t 
have horses entered, Leigh would stay 
home to work on the books, payroll and 
the paperwork, tasks they describe as near¬ 
ly a full-time job. 


As their stable has grown 
and they have added employees 
and responsibilities related to 
issues such as workmen’s com¬ 
pensation, insurance and visas, 
Leigh’s respect for her former 
employers has increased. For his 
part, Arnaud is happy to spend 
more time with the horses and 
allow Leigh to handle the 
records. 

“That is probably something 
I would not be able to do,” 
Arnaud said. “I’m just not good at it. I 
don’t have the patience.” 

“If I didn’t do it, we’d have to pay 
someone, and that added cost would make 
it harder to break even,” Leigh said. “It is 
a lengthy process to get visas every year, 
but when you have valued employees, you 
are happy to go through the procedure 
because you want to keep them happy and 
you enjoy having them on your team.” 

Now, for the $64,000 question: Do 
the Delacours want Arnaud Jr. (or little 
Leigh) to follow in their footsteps on the 
racetrack? 

First comes a quality education-not 
that part of it won’t be gleaned from 
accompanying Mom and Dad to the train¬ 
ing centers and the tracks. 

“I think Arnaud and I are very for¬ 
tunate to be able to win races as a new 
trainer in today’s industry,” Leigh began, 
“and I would discourage our kids from 
trying to. . .” 

“Don’t discourage,” Arnaud interject¬ 
ed. “Everything is a question of.. . nobody 
knows what can happen to horse racing, 
even 10 or 20 years from now.” 

“Even if they learn [equine] skills 
in America, who says you can’t go to 
Australia, where horse racing is a pop- 
culture, fun sport?” Leigh continued. “It’s 
an international skill.” 

Arnaud elaborated: “I worked in France 
and ended up in America, so if we have a 
kid who is interested in the business of 
training horses, he can go a little bit of 
everywhere and see how they do things 
and make his own choice. 

“He might end up in China, who 
knows? Before we started training, we 
looked at where the best opportunities 
were for us,” added Arnaud. “America 
might not be the best place to train in 20 
years. But we are not going anywhere now, 
because we’ve got our business here. The 
horse racing itself - that is what we are pas¬ 
sionate about.” ^

WE IG ELIA STRIKES FIRST 
AMONG U.S. FRESHMAN SIRES 


M illionaire Weigelia shot to the top 
of the nation’s first-crop sires 
list in April when his first starter, 
Brenda’s Way, won Maryland’s first 2-year- 
old race at Pimlico on April 12. 

Owned by George Greenwalt and 
trained by John E. Salzman Jr., Brenda’s 
Way rolled home over nine rivals by 7 % 
lengths. The bay filly was in tight quarters 
heading into the far turn of the maiden 
special weight, went wide as Jonathan 
Joyce gunned her around the turn for the 
stretch drive, raced greenly when in the 
clear, but still drew off easily in 54.78 sec¬ 
onds for AVi furlongs. 

Bred in Maryland by Stephen E. Quick 
and WynOaks Farm LLC, Brenda’s Way 
paid $6.60 as the favorite. 

The second foal of the winning mare 
Malibu Mystique, a daughter of Malibu 
Moon, Brenda’s Way was purchased by 
Salzman for $7,500 out of the Fasig- 


Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling sale 
from the Bill Reightler consignment. With 
her score, she became the fourth consecu¬ 
tive runner from Salzman’s barn to win the 
first juvenile race of the Maryland season. 

Weigelia, who stands at Wyn Oaks 
Farm in Delta, Pa., has 17 foals in his first 
crop. The multiple graded stakes-winning 
sprinter retired after a 48-start career in 
which he earned $1,007,708 over six sea¬ 
sons. A winner of 13 races, with nine 
seconds and 11 thirds, he won or placed in 
20 stakes and set two course records (5 fur¬ 
longs in 55 seconds at Monmouth Park in 
2005 and 6 furlongs in 1:07.04 at Belmont 
Park in 2006). 

Twice a winner at 2, Weigelia won four 
stakes at 3, including the Grade 3 Carry 
Back at Calder Race Course, recording a 
Beyer speed figure of 108. His busy 3-year- 
old season, in which he hit the board in 
nine stakes, also saw him finish second 


to Pomeroy in the Grade 1 King’s Bishop 
Stakes at Saratoga and third in the Grade 
2 Amsterdam Stakes, also at Saratoga. His 
final win of the year came in Calder’s Jack 
Dudley Sprint Handicap, where he earned 
a career best 109 Beyer while facing older 
runners. 

Weigelia came back to take the Jack 
Dudley Sprint the next year, registering 
a 107 Beyer. At 5, he annexed Calder’s 
Kenny Noe Jr. Handicap-G3 over a sloppy 
track going 7 furlongs. 

His other graded stakes efforts were 
thirds in the Smile Sprint Handicap-G2 (to 
Nightmare Affair and Pomeroy, while fin¬ 
ishing ahead of champion Lost in the Fog) 
and Jaipur Stakes-G3 over the Belmont 
Park turf. 

A son of Safety’s Mark (by Danzig 
out of champion sprinter Safely Kept), 
Weigelia was produced by stakes winner 
Turning North (by Obligato). His pedi¬ 
gree traces in direct female line to Calumet 
Farm’s major producer Royal Entrance 
(by Tim Tam), dam of champion Davona 
Dale. The family includes Grade/Group 
1 winners Seek Gold, Agincourt, Flying 
Snowdrop andjamelao (Arg). 

The 11-year-old sire stands for $3,500 
as the property of Wyn Oaks Farm LLC. 


FIRST STARTER DELIVERS 
WIN FOR FABULOUS PUNCH 


T he first starter for the Two Punch stal¬ 
lion Fabulous Punch broke through 
with her first win at Mountaineer on 
April 27. Arohras Punchuna, a 4-year-old 
filly bred and owned by Amanda Rohr, 
stalked the pacesetter before grabbing the 
lead in midstretch and holding on to win by 
a head. The Robin Schuster-trained runner 
was the second choice, at 4.40-1, among 10 
accredited West Virginia-breds who turned 
out for the S^-furlong maiden test. Rohr 
bred the filly out of the winning Power of 
Mind mare Another Una. 

Fabulous Punch, from the prolific fam¬ 
ily of Ran’s Chick, entered stud for Frank 
Carper in 2005. The 13-year-old stallion 
has four registered foals, and none since 
2008. “But we’ve had two mare owners 
call since the filly won,” said Carper, who 
stands the gray stallion for $350 live foal 
at Homestead Farm in Martinsburg, WVa. 

Out of the stakes-winning Parfaitement 
mare Special Kell, Fabulous Punch is a 


half-brother to stakes-placed Wonderous 
Woman. Two other half-sisters-Star Kell 
and Magical Meadow-are stakes producers. 

Star Kell is the dam of $458,045-earner 
Strike the Moon, winner of the 2011 
Charles Town Oaks and second in the 


Grade 2 Delaware Oaks, as well as s takes- 
placed What Time It Is ($221,070) and 
Listentothewindblo ($112,024). Magical 
Meadow’s son, Street Magician, won the 
Grade 3 Hirsch Jacobs Stakes, set a track 
record at Presque Isle Downs, and earned 
$254,440. 

Found under Fabulous Punch’s second 
dam, Ran’s Chick, are more than a dozen 
stakes horses, including such winners as 
Niche, Partners Due, Star Trace, Final 
Table, Doing Great and Turn to T. J.

STALLION NEWS 


FIRST FOR DYNAMOMETER 
FLIES HOME TROUBLE-FREE 


S outh Carolina-bred 3-year-old Trou- 
blenoski set all the pace in a 1-mile 
maiden race on the turf at Tampa 
Bay Downs on March 28. The William 
Tronoski homebred is the first starter, and 
winner, for his sire, South Carolina-based 
Dynamometer, who stands at Apache 
Farm in Rembert. 

Trained by one of Tampa Bay's leading 
conditioners, Kathleen O'Connell, Trou- 
blenoski went off as the sixth choice in 
the field of 10 and returned $23.80. The 
bay colt, produced by the Saint Ballado 
mare Saint’s Way, is the first horse to race 
for Tronoski and his wife, Shirl, and one 


of six registered foals in Dynamometer's 
second crop. 

Jane and Bill Moriarty own 12-year-old 
Dynamometer and stand the son of the 
late Dynaformer for $1,000 live foal. A 
strapping 17-plus hands, Dynamometer 
was a maiden special weight winner at 
Belmont Park at 3 going 1 Vs miles on the 
turf. In his previous start at Gulfstream 
Park, he finished in a four-way photo in his 
debut, just missing when third. He retired 
with $30,300 in career earnings. 

Dynamometer is from a highly accom¬ 
plished family. His dam, the Pleasant 
Colony mare Fly North, was a stakes 
winner at 2. The second foal out of Fly 


North was Farda Amiga (by Broad Brush), 
the champion 3-year-old filly of 2002 
who earned $1,282,302 from eight lifetime 
starts. She scored in the Grade 1 Alabama 
and Kentucky Oaks and was second in the 
Breeders' Cup Distaff-Gl. Dynamometer, 
Fly North's third foal, is also a half-brother 
to stakes-placed Wingover. 

Third dam Northern Sunset (Ire) 
was named Broodmare of the Year in 
1995 after producing seven stakes horses, 
including international champion St. Jovite 
(by Pleasant Colony), winner of the Irish 
Derby-Gl and an earner of $1.6 mil¬ 
lion; graded stakes winner L'Carriere, who 
earned $1,726,175 and finished second in 
the Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl and third 
in the inaugural Dubai World Cup; mil¬ 
lionaire Salem Drive, whose 19 stakes wins 
and placings included 14 graded races (he 
hit the board in such fixtures as the Grade 
1 United Nations, Peter Pan and Hialeah 
Turf Cup); and $817,863-earner and six¬ 
time graded winner Lac Ouimet.

Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

VIRGINIA’S BODEMEISTER 
BUILDS BIG REPUTATION 
WITH ARKANSAS SCORE 

I n one of the most dazzling displays for a 3-year-old early in the 
2012 season-if not the most dazzling-Bodemeister powered 
home to take the 76th running of the Arkansas Derby-Gl at 
Oaklawn Park on April 14 by a widening 9Vi lengths. Left in his 
wake were such talented stakes winners as Secret Circle, Sabercat 
and Isn’t He Clever. The final time of 1:48.71 for the lVs miles 
earned Bodemeis ter a 108 Beyer speed figure, as well as morning¬ 
line favoritism in the Kentucky Derby-Gl field (after getting in 
with the Arkansas Derby’s $600,000 winner’s share of the purse). 

While the future is exceedingly bright for the big, handsome 
bay with the distinctive blaze, he represents a lot of history. Not 
only was he born in Virginia, as was the great Secretariat, but he 
took his first breath and romped the fields at one of the most 
historic farms in the country, Berryville’s vast Audley Farm. And 
should Bodemeis ter fulfill his growing expectations, he will be 
reaching the standard of excellence for which those associated 
with Audley have strived for generations. 

In operation since 1749, Audley Farm has an impressive heri¬ 
tage. How many farms can boast that George Washington slept 
there; or that it was owned by rich oil barons in the 1920s and AOs 
who campaigned the likes of Kentucky Oaks winners Princess 
Doreen and Easter Stockings; or was the home to the first Triple 
Crown winner, Sir Barton (who stood most of his stud career 
there, siring, among others, Easter Stockings); or launched the 
winningest racing stable in the country in the early 1970s. 


When German pharmaceutical scion Hubertus Leibrecht vis¬ 
ited Audley Farm in 1978 searching for broodmares, he instead 
purchased the farm. Under Leibrecht’s ownership, the 900-acre 
gem was restored and improved, and stakes winners were turned 
out with regularity. Upon Leibrecht’s death in 1991, Audley was 
bequeathed to his German cousins (the von Baumbachs), who 
continue to own and operate the farm, which - with the addition 
of surrounding Morgan Springs Farm and Monterey Farm - has 
swelled to 2,500 acres. 

Under the guidance of equine veterinarian Jens von Lepel, 
who started with Liebrecht in Germany in 1986 and is officially 
the farm’s equine consultant, Audley Farm has over the last two 
decades made a shift in its operation from breeding to race to 
breeding for the sales ring. Among the notable runners bred and 
sold in recent years are millionaires Mandy’s Gold and Eishin 
Boston (the latter a $725,000 yearling). 

The Storm Cat mare Untouched Talent, a graded stakes win¬ 
ner at 2, was acquired by Audley out of the 2007 Keeneland 
November Breeding Stock sale. Purchased for $1.2 million while 
carrying her first foal, Untouched Talent produced an Unbridled’s 
Song colt (who died at 3 before making a start) before being bred 
back to another Unbridled son, classic winner Empire Maker. 
Bodemeister was born in late April the next year. 

Bodemeis ter was sold by Audley at the 2010 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale for $260,000 to Zayat Stables and turned 
over to trainer Bob Baffert. Unraced at 2, the colt made his debut 
at Santa Anita in January, finishing second, then broke his maiden 
next out in eye-catching fashion by 9 l A lengths. 

In his third start, Bodemeister was caught late by one of last 
year’s division leaders, Creative Cause, in the Grade 2 San Felipe 
Stakes. The Arkansas Derby was Bodemeister’s fourth outing, and 
pushed his bankroll to $704,800. 

Untouched Talent remains in the Audley Farm broodmare 
band. The dam of a yearling filly by Smart Strike and a 2012 filly 
by Tiznow, she is back in foal to Unbridled’s Song.

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Twill Do does it again 
in Maryland Hunt Cup

M aryland Hunt Cup winners come 
from everywhere: years of toiling over 
timber, generations of family breeding 
programs, foreign countries, foxhunting 
fields, even polo arenas. 

But they don't often sell for $700 as 
weanlings. Except lately. 

Twill Do, once bought for the price of a 
plane ticket, won his second Hunt Cup in 
three years April 28-taking over in the final 
mile and outlasting 11 others in tlie 116th 
running of the timber classic. Owned by 
Lucy Goelet, the Maryland-bred became 
the race's 21st double winner and stamped 
himself a force among the specialists who 
tackle Glyndon's demanding timber course. 

"He's a 4-mile, big-fence horse," said 
trainer Billy Meister. 

Lucy Goelet's Twill Do and James Stierhoff 
(center) poured it on late to hold off Battle Op, 
with Bon Caddo third. Erica Gaertner (left) and 
Haley Carver lead in the Maryland-bred winner. 

























Over the third, the field was all together including Western Fling, who 
lost his rider at the second. Three more horses were out before coming 
around to the 13th, and just six of the 12 starters finished. Trainer Billy 
Meister and owner Lucy Goelet (fourth and fifth from left) hosted a 
crowd on the traditional winner's wagon for the trophy presentations. 


Simple description, yes. 
Big compliment, certainly. 

Ridden by James Stierhoff, 
the 12-year-old bided his time 
early, worked into contention 
after 16 fences, took a clear 
lead across Tufton Avenue 
and won by three-quarters 
of a length over fellow Mary- 
land-bred Battle Op in 8:46.60. 
Bon Caddo finished third. 

Pre-race talk centered 
on 2011 race winner Private 
Attack and last year's 
timber champion (but Hunt 
Cup rookie) Bon Caddo, 
the two stars in the field. 
Grand National winner And 
the Eagle Flys drew some 
attention, but Twill Do's name 
didn't enter the conversation 
until the discussions went 
four or five horses deep- 
despite a win over the course. 

He finished fourth in the 
Grand National a week before 
the Hunt Cup, beaten 20 
lengths by And the Eagle Flys. 
Meister and Stierhoff watched 
the replay and talked through 
some new strategy in hopes 
of kindling a better effort. 
Meister went a step further 
and changed the horse's bit 
from a slow-twist snaffle to a 
rubber snaffle. 

"We walked the course 
and had a meeting because 
there were a lot of concerns 
about going this week," said 
Meister. "He didn't look as 
good as he can [in the Grand 
National], but I thought 
we could fix it. James and 
I watched the films, I told 
him some things to do and 
I switched some equipment 
on the horse. It all came 
together." 

The result was a better 
jumping performance, as 
Twill Do rated deep in the 
field and worked into the race 
-much like he did in 2010. 

This time around. And 
the Eagle Flys (with Meister 
aboard) set the pace as the 
fences made immediate 
impacts. Western Fling 
dislodged Brooks Durkee at 
the second. Voile Nolle and 
Haddix went at the fifth. 
More Fascination fell at the 
sixth. Twill Do relaxed at 
the back, dropping to last 
of eight remaining after 2 
miles. Private Attack (Patrick 


Worrall) fell hard at the 13th. 
And the Eagle Flys still led 
at the treacherous 16th, but 
nearly fell with a big mistake. 
Battle Op did the same, 
opening a door to the front. 
Professor Maxwell and Twill 
Do leaped through at the 
17th, where And the Eagle 
Flys came undone and fell, 
and charged to the 18th on 
even terms. Twill Do landed 
quickly and surged away. 
He flew the 19th, made the 
left turn to the 20th and took 
wing. Professor Maxwell 
slipped crossing Tufton 
Avenue, stopping his rally, 
as Bon Caddo went from 
challenging to staying on. 

"The third-to-last (20), 
there was nobody there 
coming into it and I was a 
little surprised," said Stier¬ 
hoff. "I just figured I'd keep 
on trucking from there. I went 
sooner than I did two years 
ago and maybe sooner than I 
planned but at that point he 
was going better than every¬ 
body else. I figured I'd kick on 
and take advantage of it." 


Through it all. Battle 
Op (and 18-year-old jockey 
Connor Hankin) recovered 
from near calamity at the 16th 
to emerge as a challenger. 
Third behind Twill Do and 
Private Attack in 2010, the 
gray pressed the winner at 
the 21st and drew even at 
the 22nd and final fence. As 
he did when Private Attack 
challenged in 2010, Twill Do 
answered back-fighting off 
the challenge and prevailing 
in the stretch. 

"Coming into the water 
[fence 21] I was pleased to 
hear Battle Op coming up 
behind me," Stierhoff said. 
"I felt my horse pick up the 
bit again and saw Battle 
Op coming up. That was a 
blessing. We were head and 
head coming over the last. 
Battle Op actually beat me to 
it, but Twill Do got the better 
of him." 

Hankin briefly thought he 
had a win in his Hunt Cup 
debut. 

"I could taste it, but I 
couldn't have changed much. 


he ran great," he said. "He 
was awesome. I had an awful 
16th and he was brave to pop 
back up from that. He got out 
of it and he just kept going. 
We were right there at the 
end, which makes you think 
about winning it-we just 
didn't quite have enough or 
as much as Twill Do." 

Meister watched it all 
from the far side of the course 
after falling with And the 
Eagle Flys, cheering his other 
horse all the way home. 

"It doesn't matter that I 
wasn't riding him, it's my 
horse, a horse I train," he 
said. "The EMTs were trying 
to get me to get in with them 
and I just wanted to watch 
the finish. I told them to leave 
me alone. I was yelling like 
a crazy man. I'm sure they 
thought I hit my head or 
something." 

Meister's head was just 
fine and he beamed on the 
traditional winner's wagon 
afterward. The Pennsyl¬ 
vanian turned Marylander 
made his Hunt Cup debut 
as a jockey in 1987, won it 
the next year and has been a 
fixture ever since with three 
riding wins and now four as 
a trainer. Meister's ride this 
year tied Paddy Neilson for 
the most lifetime mounts in 
the race at 21. 

By comparison, Stierhoff 
is a mere novice-with a great 
winning percentage. He's 
won two of three tries in the 
race. The 26-year-old Towson 
University graduate works at 
Brown Advisory in Baltimore 
and limited his spring 2012 
rides to Twill Do. They 
finished fifth at Brandywine 
Point-to-Point on April 1, 
checked in a distant fourth in 
the Grand National April 21 
and won the Maryland Hunt 
Cup. 

"He's so clever," said the 
jockey. "The fences come up 
not perfect and he's making 
arrangements before you're 
even thinking about it. That 
horse has been around so 
many courses and hunted all 
his life. He knows how to do 
it. You're so confident in him 
because he's done so much. 
He's a blast to ride. Billy and 
[assistant] Erica Gaertner 
















have done a great job with 
him." 

Bred by Tom and Chris 
Bowman, Twill Do really was 
a $700 weanling purchase by 
Joe Magner at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic's sale in Timonium 
in 2000. His dam, A Little 
Wild, sold for $800 at the 
same sale. Meister bought 
the future Hunt Cup hero as 
a 3-year-old, taught him to 
foxhunt and built a timber 
horse. The son of Yarrow Brae 
stepped through the racing 
ranks from point-to-points to 
NSA timber races (he broke 
his maiden at Genesee in 
2008) and eventually stakes 
over Maryland's big timber in 
spring. 

Twill Do missed the 2011 
Hunt Cup when he was 
injured in a freak accident 
at the Grand National. 
He lost Gaertner with a 
jumping mistake early, then

Jean Class buys horses 
because they look at her a 
certain way, or because they 
like to eat carrots, or because 
... well, just because. 

And the Eagle Flys- 
affectionately known as 
"Wiggles" around the barn- 
had her at hello. The chestnut 
gelding walked out of the 
stall at Jay Griswold's farm 
back in 2008, looked at Class 
and trainer Billy Meister, and 
found a new home. 

"Put him in the truck," 
Class told Meister. 

The trainer obliged, took 
the new horse home and 
started building a timber 
career. And the Eagle Flys 
started slowly and worked 
his way up to a try at the 
Maryland Hunt Cup in 2011. 
He finished second, some 60 
lengths behind winner Private 
Attack, to make the history 
books-but made nobody's 
short list of major players in 
the division. 


And the Eagle Flys and 
Billy Meister lead defending 
champ Private Attack in the 
Grand National timber stakes. 


collided with another horse 
while running loose. Twill 
Do appeared unhurt, but 
emerged with broken ribs 
and lung damage. He sat out 
the remainder of 2011 and 
returned this spring, none the 
worse for wear. 

"He had four broken 
ribs and is missing part of a 
lung," Meister said. "You'd 
have never known it. We 
turned him out every day and 
he bucked and played like 
normal, like there was nothing 
wrong with him. How'd you 
like to run the Maryland Hunt 
Cup with only two-thirds of 
your lung function on one 
side?" 

Twill Do didn't mind. 

NOTES: Goelet became 
the fifth owner to claim two 
legs of the current challenge 
cup, which can be retired 
with three wins by the same 


owner. The others are Arcadia 
Stable, Move Up Stable, Irv 
Naylor and Northwoods 
Stable. The latter owns Battle 
Op, so missed by three- 
quarters of a length. . . There 
have been six Maryland 
Hunt Cup challenge cups, 
the fifth retired in 1983 by 
Joy Valentine's Cancottage 
. . . Hankin's father Mike 
(an executive at Brown 
Advisory) is essentially 
Stierhoff's boss. "I asked 
him if I was still gainfully 
employed and I think I'm 
okay. I thought Connor was 
going to get me at the last 
fence," Stierhoff said. . . Top 
English amateur Sam Waley- 
Cohen finished third aboard 
Bon Caddo and enjoyed 
the ride. "It was a totally 
different experience [from 
English steeplechasing]," 
said Waley-Cohen. "He gave

After 
crossing the road, he started 
to get a little bit tired.

And the Eagle Flys 
soars to Grand 
National triumph

Until now. 

And the Eagle Flys broke 
his maiden and became a 
stakes winner on the same 
day-winning the $30,000 
Grand National timber stakes 
at Butler on April 21. With 
Meister aboard, the winner 
led most of the way and won 
by 3 lengths in 6:09 for 3 X A 
miles. He turned back a solid 
charge from two-time race 
winner Private Attack, who 
settled for second, with More 
Fascination third. 

Like it did a week earlier 
at My Lady's Manor, firm 
turf played a role as just five 
horses started in each of the 
day's three races. Officially 
labeled hard, the race course 
warranted a sensible gallop 
and the horses obliged. All 15 
starters on the day finished, a 
rarity on the tough Maryland 
timber circuit. 

Meister let his horse 
break comfortably and 
took over early as the field 
dawdled over the first few 
fences. By the time the group 
straightened up for the final 
half-mile and five fences, it 
was a three-horse race as And 
the Eagle Flys, Private Attack 
(Patrick Worrall) and More 
Fascination (Mark Beecher) 
aimed for the stretch. The 
winner jumped the third- 


last, and looked vulnerable. 
He jumped the second-last, 
and looked vulnerable. He 
touched down over the last, 
and suddenly had a chance 
as Private Attack could not 
match the winner's speed in 
the stretch. 

"[Private Attack] got 
within a length, maybe three- 
quarters of a length of me," 
said Meister. "I hit my horse 
a couple of times and he just 
found more. I was very happy 
with him. He met the last two 
fences wrong, but I just made 
him listen to me. We needed 
to get there right to jump them 
fast." 

For Class, watching from 
mid-stretch, the decision came 
as a surprise. 

"I was way down by the 
barn, and from there you can't 
see who finishes," she said. 
"We were told he was second, 
which was great, so we went 
to the barn and were getting 
the horse ready for the next 
race." 

Grand National manager 
Jake Chalfin then informed 
Class that she'd won and 
transported her to the 
winner's stand. 

"I hope I get to see a tape 
of the finish, but it sounded 
great," she said. "We were 
surprised twice." 


A veteran of the Maryland 
timber circuit as a trainer and 
jockey, Meister has trained 
for Class for 15 years, but the 
2012 Grand National stands as 
their biggest win together. 

"Billy's like my son," Class 
said. "We've been together a 
long time and it's been a great 
partnership. He's wonderful. 
There wouldn't be anybody 
else doing it. If he couldn't 
train the horses, I wouldn't be 
doing it. He's very focused, 
he does a great job with 
the horses and he's a great 
person." 

Meister echoed the 
sentiment: "She's been with 
me a long time. If anybody 
deserves it she does. Win¬ 
ning any race for her is 
like winning the lottery, or 
winning two races. She's just 
an incredible person. I'm very 
lucky to have clients like her." 

Like many horses in the 
game. And the Eagle Flys 
meandered to steeplechasing. 
The Florida-bred made his 
career debut as a 2-year-old 
at Charles Town in September 
2004. Owned and trained 
by Earl Begley Jr. and his 
wife Melissa, the son of 
Double Honor won going 4V£ 
furlongs-a far cry from the 
Grand National's 26. He won 
again in February 2005 at 


Tampa Bay Downs, but was 
claimed for $8,000. 

The Begleys claimed him 
back for $10,000 in his next 
start. And the Eagle Flys 
didn't reward them for their 
faith-finishing no better than 
fifth in eight more starts in 
2005. 

"It's hard to remember 
back that far, but I do 
remember claiming him 
back," said Melissa Begley. 
"That was not a very good 
decision business-wise, but 
obviously I liked him and I 
wasn't about to give up on 
him. He was athletic and a 
real neat horse. He would 
work and breeze like a good 
horse, a better horse than he 
showed on the track." 

Begley sold the horse to 
Griswold, and the work began 
on a long career change. 

Meister and Class liked 
the horse enough to buy him 
as a timber prospect, though 
the first few starts were far 
from encouraging-he lost by 
double-digit lengths every 
time. A myectomy done this 
spring helped the horse find 
new air, and new life. 

"That's really helped 
make a difference with him," 
Meister said of the wind 
surgery. "I almost pulled him 
up in the Hunt Cup last year 
because he was choking up so 
badly but that's not bothering 
him at all now." 

Of course, none of it would 
have happened if Class hadn't 
liked what she saw the first 
day. 

"He walked out of the 
stall and I fell in love with 
him," said the Hydes resident. 
"That's how I buy horses. I 
buy horses on a whim or I 
like a horse on a whim. I don't 
study charts or anything. 
Sometimes I even buy them 
because they like carrots." 

And the Eagle Flys 
deserves a bucket of them.

Owner George Mahoney, 
a regular importer of Irish 
Thoroughbreds, and trainer 
Tara Elmore changed plans 
last summer and bought a 
timber prospect from Tennes-

see. Mecklenburg, previously 
owned and trained by Karen 
Gray, stepped up to Maryland 
timber in style with a score 
in the Benjamin H. Murray 
Memorial allowance on the 
Grand National undercard. 

Ridden by Mark Beecher, 
Mecklenburg stayed near 
the front early and resisted a 
strong challenge from Guts 
For Garters (Ire) (Brooks 
Durkee) to win by a head in 
6:07.20 for 3 l A miles. Irish-bred 
Fort Henry (Jackson Roberts) 
settled for third. 

The race turned at the last 
fence, where Mecklenburg 
outjumped the others. 

"I could see the spot; it's 
not something where you 
want to be sending them on to 
nothing/' Beecher said of his 
horse's takeoff. "Fie's tough, 
kind of like a street fighter. 
Fie's tiny, but he's got a heart 
of gold. Once I had a fence to 
ping him at he went down 
to it the way you should. 
It's easier to send a horse 
to a fence than it is to open 
space. Fie was still a maiden 
and really went down to it 
and jumped it. That's a good 
feeling." 

Bred in Virginia, Mecklen¬ 
burg broke his hurdle maiden 
for breeder Anne Fiaynes and 
trainer Mike Berryman in 2008 
and ventured over to timber 
for Gray last spring. Mahoney 
bought the then-7-year-old 
son of Mecke out of a runner- 
up effort at Fiigh Fiope in 
Kentucky. 

"Fie's tough and he can 
jump," said Beecher. "Fie's 
a bit too bold and confident 
so you just have to mind 
him a small bit at the start. 
They were bigger fences than 
anything he's jumped before 
and he did it well. Give Tara 
the credit, she gave him last 
fall off, let him ease into it a bit 
more." 

Western Run Plate 

Jackson Roberts might be a 
first-year steeplechase jockey, 
but he's no rookie when it 
comes to jumping big fences 
thanks to a job with Olympic 
three-day event rider Phillip 
Dutton. 


Roberts, 20, booted home 
Brands FFatch in the Grand 
National finale, the $7,500 
Western Run Plate highweight 
amateur timber for Gerry 
Brewster and trainer Blythe 
Miller Davies. The winner 
won a stretch battle with 
Fieldview (Ivan Dowling); 
Eye Said Scat Cat (Connor 
FFankin) was third. Brands 
FFatch covered 3 miles in 
6:29.20, prevailing by a half- 
length to give Roberts his first 
win on a day that started with 
a show-jumping round at the 
Fair Hill International horse 
trials. 

"In eventing you never 
come anywhere close to 
going that fast," Roberts said 
when asked to compare the 
two sports. "The jumping is 
very different. You look for a 
distance in steeplechasing, but 
you don't act on it as much as 
you do in eventing. You know 
if you're getting there wrong, 
though." 

Brands FFatch got there 
right at the Grand National. 
FFe jumped well, saved 
ground and showed up with 
plenty of run in the stretch. 
The 11-year-old son of A.P. 
Indy finished third in a similar 
race at My Lady's Manor a 
week earlier, and obviously 
benefited from the race. 

"He's really handy, at 
every turn at a beacon I felt 
like I made up 3 lengths," said 
Roberts. "When we jumped 
[the 12th fence] and turned, I 
was 5 or 6 lengths off the lead 
there and he came out of it in 
the lead. I got right up next to 
Ivan and he just stuck his neck 
out and dug in." 

Roberts grew up near 
Nashville, Tenn., and recently 
went to work for Dutton near 
Unionville, Pa. That job gives 
the rider a chance to fox hunt 
and he met Davies' husband, 
Joe, a two-time Maryland 
Hunt Cup winner, at a joint 
meet between Pennsylvania's 
Cheshire Foxhounds and 
Maryland's Green Spring 
Valley. 

"Joe asked if I was inter¬ 
ested in riding some timber 
races and it just kind of 
evolved," Roberts said. "I 
come down once a week to 
ride and we walk the course 


for the following weekend. 
Somebody as experienced as 
he is can teach somebody like 
me a lot."

Incomplete finishes job 
for Kinsley in Manor

Ann Stewart called Bob 
Kinsley about a horse he 
should buy. Then relatively 
new to racing, but a foxhunt- 
er going way back, Kinsley 
looked at the horse and then 
asked a simple question. 

"Can I ride him?" 

Stewart said sure and, on 
the first day he ever saw In¬ 
complete, Kinsley went for 
a ride. The bay son of Press 
Card made an immediate im¬ 
pression. 

"I got off to open a gate and 
he kicked me," said Kinsley of 
the 2006 encounter. "I didn't 
really want him after that." 

Incomplete won him over 
and the now 11-year-old ranks 
as one of the top timber horses 
in training. The reigning Mary- 
land-bred steeplechase cham¬ 
pion opened 2012 with a vic¬ 
tory in the $30,000 My Lady's 
Manor timber stakes at Monk- 
ton April 14. The win dupli¬ 
cated Incomplete's victory in 
the 2009 race and helped Kins¬ 
ley look back on a decision to 


get into steeplechasing as an 
owner. 

He grew up foxhunting 
with Rose Tree in Pennsylva¬ 
nia, got back into it with fel¬ 
low York, Pa., businessman 
Irv Naylor, bought a foxhunt- 
er and eventually met Stewart. 
The multiple Maryland Hunt 
Cup-winning trainer encour¬ 
aged Kinsley to buy a steeple¬ 
chaser. One of the first couldn't 
jump and was sold (cheap) 
before winning $150,000 on 
the flat. Incomplete was the 
third, and he's still working 
on a standout career. Since his 
first NSA start in 2007, he's 
won five races under rules 
and more than $112,000 to go 
with a string of point-to-point 
victories. 

"He's family, a great 
horse," said Kinsley, whose 
Kinsley Construction is a key 
sponsor at the Manor. "He's 
only 11 years old, so maybe 
we'll get another couple years 
out of him. That's why I like 
timber racing, they get to come 


back year after year. When his 
career's over, hopefully I can 
(fox) hunt him." 

Incomplete was on the 
Maryland Hunt Cup path last 
year, but lost his rider with a 
jumping mistake while well 
behind at the 16th fence. Stew¬ 
art engineered an autumn 
campaign that included a win 
in the $50,000 International 
Gold Cup stakes, so came into 
2012 thinking something be¬ 
sides Hunt Cup. Incomplete 
started at Brandywine Point- 
to-Point in Pennsylvania, then 
headed to the Manor-where 
he met classy foes Bubble 
Economy, Bon Caddo and 
South Monarch in a field of 11. 
Scuba Steve and Fort Henry 
(Ire) set the early pace, stalked 
throughout by the big four. 

Incomplete advanced to¬ 
ward the front after 2 miles 
and came to the stretch with a 
slim lead on Bubble Economy 
and Bon Caddo. The latter, 
timber champion of 2011, got 
closest but the winner surged 


away over the last and won by 
3% lengths. Bubble Economy, 
making his first start since 
May 2010, stayed for second 
with Bon Caddo third and 
South Monarch fourth. The 
winner covered 3 miles over 
firm turf in 5:58. Irish jockey 
Joey Elliott, engaged by Kins¬ 
ley and Stewart to ride Incom¬ 
plete, was over for the ride- 
his second American timber 
win. 

"I looked around turning 
in and they were queuing up 
and I thought I'd just sit there 
and pop the second-last and 
set sail for home," Elliott said. 
"Bon Caddo came up on my 
inside and I let him half look 
at him and it helped. After the 
last and into the crowd, his 
ears pricked and he was look¬ 
ing around a bit, just doing 
what he had to do." 

Bred by Hugh Procopio, 
Incomplete won two of 29 flat 
starts for Marilyn Procopio 
and trainer Greg Wilson be¬ 
fore turning to jump racing

via Stewart and Kinsley. The 
added distance, jumping and 
light racing schedule agree 
with the veteran. 

"He's a nice horse," Elliott 
said of Incomplete. "He stays, 
he jumps, and he travels- 
everything you want in a tim¬ 
ber horse." 

John Rush Streett 
Memorial 

The Virginia owner/ trainer 
combination of Maggie Bryant 
and Richard Valentine won 
the $10,000 John Rush Streett 
Memorial maiden timber with 
newcomer Dakota Slew. The 
5-year-old converted to tim¬ 
ber this spring after brief tries 
on the flat and over hurdles 
and won his NSA debut. Un¬ 
der Darren Nagle, he saved 
ground on the final turn and 
won a sprint to the finish. The 
son of Slew City Slew, bred in 
Kentucky by Virginian Larry 
Curtis, scored by 1% lengths 
over Catch the Echo in 6:09.20 
for 3 miles. Voler Bar Nuit 
wound up third. 

The winner made one start 
each on the flat (Delaware Park) 
and over hurdles (Far Hills 
3-year-old stakes) in 2010. He 
twice needed extended breaks 
for illness, and returned to the 
races last year-finishing third 
and eighth in hurdle tries. 

"He got some sort of virus, 
twice, and he's such a light¬ 
framed horse that it knocked 
him out," said Valentine. "Last 
fall, he was healthy, his jump¬ 
ing was good but he was just 
out the back. I always thought 
he'd make a timber horse so 
we just went straight there this 
year." 

Dakota Slew responded 
with a third at Piedmont Point- 
to-Point in March and headed 
to the Manor. He took to the 
bigger fences with style, had 
no problems with the hills, firm 
turf and right and left turns. 

"Darren gave him the most 
beautiful, patient ride," said 
Valentine. "The way the horse 
jumped here would tell you 
something. It's nice to see him 
make some good decisions, be 
aggressive and not be backed 
off by the fences." 


John D. Schapiro 
Memorial 

Teenage amateur jockey 
Mary Motion and her horse 
Woodmont continued their 
climb through steeplechasing's 
ranks with a win in the John 
D. Schapiro Memorial, a $7,500 
amateur allowance timber 
race and her first victory un¬ 
der rules. Woodmont followed 
Undignified throughout and 
took over on the run to the fi¬ 
nal turn before coasting to the 
line three-quarters of a length 
in front of Grinding Speed in 
5:59.80 for 3 miles. Brands 
Hatch was a distant third. 

Woodmont collected his 
first win since 2005, but is the 
perfect match for Motion. The 
Foxcroft School junior rode 
her first jump races in 2011 af¬ 
ter learning the game via 
horse shows, foxhunting, the 
North American Point-to-Point 
Association's junior program 
and other avenues. Twelve- 
year-old Woodmont adds ex¬ 
perience to Motion's youth, 
but is no push-button ride. 

"I'm still figuring him out," 
Motion said. "He lugs on the 
left rein a lot. That's why he al¬ 
most ran out at one fence. We 
lost a lot of ground on that last 
turn because he doesn't turn 
left very well. He lugs on the 
left rein but goes right. He's an 
odd, old horse, but he's teach¬ 
ing me a lot-he takes care of 
me." 

Trained by Neil Morris, 
Woodmont took control of the 
race with a big move in the fi¬ 
nal half mile and never gave it 
back. 

"He was going down the 
hill, I thought people were go¬ 
ing to be with me and I looked 
back and they weren't," Mo¬ 
tion said. "My horse was fine, 
I was going to keep going." 

Motion hails from a deep 
family of horsemen, including 
her grandparents Jo and Mi¬ 
chael, her father Andrew and 
her uncle Graham. The Mid- 
dleburg, Va., resident rides out 
for Morris and other trainers 
around her class schedule. She 
has also spent time exercising 
horses for her uncle, trainer 
Jack Fisher and others, includ¬ 


ing a stint this winter with 
English trainer Henry Daly. **

Reigning Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year Ben's Cat 
got his 10th stakes victory 
when he produced his signa¬ 
ture stretch drive and nailed 
Steady Warrior in the final 
strides to win in the $75,000 
Mister Diz Stakes for Mary- 
land-bred runners on April 7 
at Pimlico. 

The King Leatherbury- 
trained homebred captured 
the Mister Diz last year at 
Pimlico when the race was 
taken off the turf, and took 
the 2010 version on the Laurel 
Park grass. 

This year's 5-furlong turf 
test, the first start since No¬ 
vember for the 6-year-old 
son of Parker's Storm Cat, 
proved a test for the dark bay 
gelding. Ben's Cat stayed pa¬ 
tient toward the back of the 
six-horse field under Horacio 
Karamanos before angling 
five-wide to close sharply on 
front-running Steady War¬ 
rior. With about 40 yards to 
go, Ben's Cat surged ahead 
and held firm by a neck in 
57.26 seconds. Third went to 
Delaunay, followed by Alston 
Gunter, 2007 Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year Heros Re¬ 
ward and Dixie Notion. Four 
and a quarter lengths covered 
the field. 

"To a lot of people he is 
the best horse on the turf," 
said Karamanos, after riding 
in place of Ben's Cat's regular 


jockey Jeremy Rose, who was 
out with a dislocated shoul¬ 
der. "He's a machine. I didn't 
even have to hit him, I just 
touched him on the left shoul¬ 
der and he took off. I am so 
glad to finally ride him." 

After getting a three- 
month break, Ben's Cat was 
training well coming into his 
2012 debut, and recorded a 
bullet work of :48 for a half- 
mile (of 50 at the distance) the 
previous Saturday at Laurel. 

"He keeps amazing me," 
said Leatherbury. "I never 
thought he would get this 
good. He kept getting bet¬ 
ter and better and has never 
stopped. 

"He is fresh and I thought 
he would be near the lead but 
he was way back," said Leath¬ 
erbury after the win. "He 
scares you a little bit, especial¬ 
ly today. He's back there like 
he's not running a lick and 
then he runs in the stretch to 
get the job done. Once he gets 
rolling you feel like he's going 
to win." 

Ben's Cat was produced by 
the stakes-placed Thirty Eight 
Paces mare Twofox, a full- 
sister to Endette, the dam of 
Leatherbury's Maryland-bred 
champion and $918,874-earn¬ 
er Ah Day. Ben's Cat has won 
15 of 22 starts, with two sec¬ 
onds and a third, for lifetime 
earnings of $846,090.

Primonetta Stakes 
goes to Bold Affair 

Charles Reed and Mike 
Zanella's homebred filly Bold 


Affair waited patiently be¬ 
fore overtaking her rivals and 
rolling to a commanding vic¬ 
tory in the $75,000 Primonet¬ 
ta Stakes (which included a 


$25,000 Maryland Bred Fund 
bonus) April 14 at Pimlico. 
Last year's Maryland-bred 
champion 3-year-old filly 
covered 6 furlongs in 1:10.06 
(earning a 99 Beyer speed fig¬ 
ure) and recorded her second 
straight stakes victory. 

Trained by Howard 
Wolfendale, the big chestnut 
left the gate under Abel Cas¬ 
tellano as the even-money 
favorite in the field of six. She 
was forwardly placed on the 
inside before moving away 
from the rail and tracking 
front-running Valiant Passion. 
Racing three-wide to engage 
her rival after a half mile. Bold 
Affair pulled away in upper 
stretch to win by 2 3 A lengths. 

"It looked like he [Castel¬ 
lano] had to steady her a little 
bit to get her outside and get¬ 
ting her restarted can be tough 
because of how big she is," 
Wolfendale said. "But once 
she got rolling it was not in 
question." 

This was Bold Affair's 
third stakes win, her first be¬ 
ing last year's $200,000 Jostle 


Stakes at Parx Racing. This 
past March, she captured 
the Conniver Stakes at Lau¬ 
rel. The filly has won six 
of 10 starts, for earnings of 
$302,880, with only one off- 
the-board finish. 

The daughter of Two 
Punch is out of stakes-win- 
ning Hunka Hunka Lori Z (by 
Colonial Affair). Purchased 
by Reed at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall year¬ 
ling sale for $7,000, the mare 
was campaigned by Reed and 
Zanella throughout her career, 
winning seven races and earn¬ 
ing $266,533, including the 
Caesar's Wish Stakes at Pim¬ 
lico and Stefanita Stakes at 
Laurel Park. 

Bold Affair is Hunka Hun¬ 
ka Lori Z's third winner from 
three foals, all campaigned by 
her breeders. An hour after 
the Primonetta, Bold Affair's 
full-sister, Lori Z's Punch, 
placed fourth in a handicap at 
Charles Town. 








Maryland-bred 
takes Pimlico’s 
first juvenile 
race of year 



Brenda's Way rallied to a 
commanding victory in Mary¬ 
land's first 2-year-old race of 
2012 at Pimlico April 12. It is 


the fourth consecutive year 
trainer John Salzman Jr. has 
taken the first juvenile race of 
the season. 


Owned by George Green- 
wait and bred in Maryland by 
Stephen Quick and Wyn Oaks 
Farm LLC, Brenda's Way was 
kept in tight quarters along 
the rail before rallying from 
off the pace and drawing off 
to win by 7% lengths over nine 
rivals. The 2.30-1 favorite, un¬ 
der Jonathan Joyce, completed 
4% furlongs in 54.78 seconds. 
Maryland-bred Craftwell's 
Bell was second. 

"It is a lot of fun but there 
is a lot of pressure after doing 
it year after year," Salzman 
said. "The field was much 
larger this time and you hear 
so many rumors about who 
has runners. I didn't say any¬ 
thing. I knew this filly was fast 
but actually thought my other 
one [sixth-place finisher 
Stormy Adventure] might be 
more talented. I was very im¬ 
pressed she won from off the 
pace." 

Salzman purchased the 
bay filly at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall year¬ 
ling sale for $7,500 from the 
consignment of agent Bill 
Reightler. She is the first win¬ 
ner for freshman sire Weigelia, 


a multiple graded stakes-win- 
ning millionaire who stands 
in Pennsylvania for Wyn Oaks 
Farm LLC. 

Brenda's Way is also the 
first winner for her dam, Mali¬ 
bu Mystique (by Malibu 
Moon), who campaigned for 
one season, winning her 
maiden debut and placing in 
four of her other five starts, all 
in allowance company. Mali¬ 
bu Mystique was bred in 
Maryland by DLS Thor¬ 
oughbreds Inc., which also 
campaigned her dam. Sal- 
quest (by Norquestor). The 
latter earned $113,335 and was 
third in the 1998 Maryland 
Million Distaff Starter Handi¬ 
cap. 

For 11 of the last 13 years, 
the winning trainer of the first 
juvenile race in the state has 
been a Salzman (John Sr., Tim 
or John Jr.). John Jr.'s previ¬ 
ous three victories came from 
future stakes winners Gator 
Prowl, Twelve Pack Shelly 
and Bluegrass Atatude—all 
were purchased by Salzman 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
yearling sale for $10,000 or 
less. **

K enwood Racing LLC’s Hermosillo, a winner 
of five races last year, has been named New 
Jersey-bred Horse of the Year for 2011. 
Hermosillo also garnered honors as champion 
handicap horse. 

Bred by Edwin T. Broome, Hermosillo got his 
7-year-old campaign going with consecutive scores 
at Aqueduct in February and March, then placed in 
the Bernie Dowd Handicap in June. The Stephen 
DiMauro trainee saved his best efforts for later in 
the year, as he went on a three-race winning streak at 
Monmouth Park during September and October. 


Hermosillo launched the attack by taking 
the $100,000 Charles Hesse III Handicap for the 
second time in three years, defeating the best New 
Jersey-breds in training as he led throughout to 
win by Vk lengths. He turned in another impressive 
performance by defeating eventual Breeders’ Cup 
Marathon-G2 winner Afleet Again in frontrunning 
fashion in an allowance on Oct. 9 and capped off the 
streak in a 1-mile race on Oct. 30. 

The son of Sea of Secrets (out of the Black Tie 
Affair-Ire mare Exquisite Affair) earned $235,350 in 
2011 to boost his career total to $625,351.

■ Joel Kligman bred and owns the champion 2-year-old filly, Salad 
Girl. A daughter of the late New Jersey sire Hit the Trail, Salad Girl 
won two of her three starts, including the $60,000 Jersey Juvenile 
Fillies Stakes, for trainer Ed Plesa Jr. Out of the Indian Charlie mare 
Indian Boot’s, Salad Girl earned $68,100 as a juvenile. 

■ Happy Tenth Stable’s Deliburnsky was named champion 
2-year-old male after winning three of his five starts, including 
Monmouth’s $60,000 Jersey Juvenile Stakes by a dazzling six 
lengths. He followed that with an equally impressive winning 
performance in Laurel Park’s $50,000 Dave’s Friend Stakes. Bred 
by Drazin-Aaron-Zaro Stables LLC, Deliburnsky is by Flatter out 
of Deliciously, a Distinctive Pro mare bred in New Jersey by Dennis 
Drazin. Trained by Tony Wilson, Deliburnsky earned $ 104,175. 

■ New Farm homebred Breathoffreshheir, honored in 2010 as 
champion 2-year-old filly, once again topped her division based on 
two wins and a stakes placing. The daughter of Wildcat Heir out 
of2004 New Jersey-bred champion handicap mare Uphill Skier (by 
Appealing Skier) captured the $65,000 Ruthless Stakes by nearly 4 


lengths, and finished second in the $65,000 Dearly Precious Stakes, 
both at Aqueduct, en route to 2011 earnings of $82,690 for trainer 
Ben Perkins Jr. She has career earnings of $178,420. 

■ Freud’s Honour took the title of champion 3-year-old male with 
a record of 6-2-2-1 and earnings of $139,460. The son of Freud won 
the $88,800 Choice Stakes at Monmouth Park in open company, 
finished second in two divisions of the $ 100,000 New York Stallion 
series (at Belmont Park and Saratoga) and third in Monmouth’s 
Anderson Fowler Stakes. Representing three generations of Bright 
View Farm New Jersey-breds (his dam, Act of Glory, by Honour 
and Glory, is out of stakes-placed Act of Magic, by Halo), Freud’s 
Honour campaigns for Raymar Stables LLC; Greg Sacco is his 
trainer. 

■ G.J. Stable’s homebred Dabnabit is being honored as the 
champion sprinter after capturing two $65,000 Monmouth Park 
handicaps - the John J. Reilly and Colts Neck. Trained by Luis 
Carvajal, he had season earnings of $93,913, to bring his total 
bankroll to $277,051. The now 7-year-old son of Intidab is out 
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Dabnabit— Champion sprinter

■ Pasquale Vizzoni’s General Perfect was named champion turf 
runner for the second consecutive year after getting his second win 
in the $65,000 John McSorley Stakes at Monmouth Park. General 
Perfect was bred by Dr. Lyno Maraspin out of the General Assembly 
mare General Tree, and is by Maraspin’s own stallion, New Jersey- 
based Perfect. Trained by Glenn Thompson, General Perfect earned 
$92,700 last season at age 8 to push his career total to $501,976. 

■ John Petrini’s homebred Love That Dance, a New Jersey-bred 
champion each of the four years she has raced, gained her second 
title as champion handicap mare by winning two stakes in 2011. 
The 2010 New Jersey-bred Horse of the Year captured the $65,000 
Open Mind Handicap in June and $ 100,000 Maryland Million 
Distaff Handicap in October, and finished third in the Regret 
Stakes, en route to earnings of $ 123,600 for the year. Now 6, the 
daughter of Not For Love out of Broad Exchange, by Broad Brush, 
an eight-time stakes winner, has career earnings of $635,344. 

■ Signa (Roman Reasoning—Fellows Best, by Funny Fellow) 
receives the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of New Jersey 
Broodmare of the Year award. Born in New Jersey in 1990, 

Signa produced all her foals for G. J. Stables. Of her six foals, 
five are winners, two of them stakes winners. She is the dam of 
$372,604-earner Cigno d’Oro, winner of the Spruce Fir and Queen 
Lib Handicaps and seven times stakes-placed, and the 2011 New 
Jersey-bred champion sprinter Dabnabit. 

■ Defrere is the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of New 
Jersey’s Stallion of the Year for the fourth consecutive year. A full- 
brother to Eclipse Award winner and leading sire Dehere, Defrere 
(Deputy Minister—Sister Dot, by Secretariat) has sired 41 stakes 
horses in his career, with lifetime progeny earnings in excess of 
$24.5 million, and average earnings per starter of more than 
$65,000.

North Carolina Profile: 
Raines and Bridle Thoroughbreds

B ob Raines began a partnership with 
Rufus Freeman in 1998. That part¬ 
nership ended in 2004, when Freeman 
passed away. Today, Raines & Bridle Thor¬ 
oughbreds in Zebulon continues. Raines 
purchases stock, rather than breeds his 
horses. Most of his stable is West Virgin¬ 
ia-bred, the exception one Pennsylvania- 
bred 3-year-old filly. Stables like Raines 
are the backbone the Thoroughbred in¬ 
dustry in North Carolina. 

Early each morning Raines walks the 
barn with coffee in hand, checking empty 
feed bins. Horses in peak training are 
hand-walked and hand-grazed, exercised, 
put on a hotwalker, along with a sched¬ 
uled routine of medications and diet sup¬ 
plements. Lawson Walston has been 
Raines’ trainer for 12 years, overseeing 
the fitness schedules. Raines and Walston 
had the Pennsylvania filly, Smoke On the 
Ridge (by former Pennsylvania sire More 


Smoke, a son of champion sprinter 
Smoke Glacken), in training this spring 
at Parx. The strapping 17-hand bay filly 
reinjured a tendon and now begins prep¬ 
arations for a new career in dressage. 
Large and small owners alike bear the 
joys and the hurts this business brings. 

“Having a racehorse is not a hobby,” 
Raines said. 

From the time a foal is born, grows 
and manages to remain healthy and free 
of incidents, before it steps on a track, the 
investment is steep. Any horse that 
makes it to the racetrack is close to a 
miracle in itself. Raines purchases horses 
in the middle price ranges, with the hope 
that a horse will rise to moderate great¬ 
ness. Being in the middle of the pack, 
savvy placement in race company has led 
to years of racing success. 

“There is nothing like seeing one of 
your horses come in the money. A win of 


course is nice, second or third in a classic 
or stakes race is mighty fine too,” Raines 
said. 

There was a lot of satisfaction watch¬ 
ing Lively Reparations finish third in the 
West Virginia “Onion Juice” Breeders 
Classic Stakes at Charles Town in 2009. 
Lively Reparations is back in training for 
2012 . 

All of Raines’ horses are stabled and 
trained on the pastoral acres of Cool 
Breeze Stables, on Debnam Road in Zeb¬ 
ulon. 

In Raines’ case, the horse bug bit late 
in life. Born in Wake County, N.C., he 
spent 38 years in the field of education. 
For 20 years he was a teacher and coach 
of football and basketball, a school princi¬ 
pal and assistant superintendent of edu¬ 
cation. He had always enjoyed going to 
the races and other venues. When the op¬ 
portunity to invest with a partner came 
about, Bob said yes, and he has not 
looked back. He was hooked, and to 
quote him, “... it’s tons of fun!”

T he Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation is proud to support the Pennsylva¬ 
nia Thoroughbred Horsemens Associations 
(PTHA) Turning For Home, the model pro¬ 
gram for Parx Racings retired racehorses. 
In just four years, the program has offered 
safe retirement to over 730 Thoroughbreds, a 
large percentage of them Pennsylvania-breds 
who have been allowed chances at new ca¬ 
reers off the racetrack. 

“Our mission is to take any horse, sound 
or with physical issues, and guarantee each 
one a chance at a new career,” said Executive 
Director Michael Ballezzi. “With the finan¬ 
cial support of our jockeys and owners, the 
PTHA, Parx Racing, and the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association, as well as many 
private donors, we have been able to create 
a program that has become respected nation¬ 
ally.” 

Entry into the program begins with com¬ 
plete evaluations of every horse needing re¬ 
tirement. The only criteria for acceptance 
into the program is that a horse must be in 
training and stabled at Parx Racing with a 
trainer who is based at the track for at least 6 
months out of the year. 

Horses needing orthopedic surgery for 
repair of fractures or chips are sent to Dr. 
Patty Hogan, who has been on board work¬ 
ing at cost for the program since its incep¬ 
tion. Long-term layup and rehab is under¬ 
taken by one of the five farms that care for 
and eventually begin under saddle work with 
the horses before adoption into approved 
homes. With its No Auction/Right of First 
Refusal contracts, and regular follow up on 
the retirees,Turning For Home continues to 



protect its retired Thoroughbreds long after 
they leave the racetrack. 

Ballezzi added that Turning For Home’s 
success stories are varied, with former race¬ 
horses moving into new jobs as show horses, 
polo ponies, trail mounts and even therapy 
horses. “We are thankful to the many Penn¬ 
sylvania groups, including the breeders, who 
have helped make Turning For Home one of 
the best retirement programs in the country,” 
he said. 

Brian Sanfratello noted that the Parx pro¬ 
gram has been featured in the Philadelphia 
Inquirer and other publications. “Pennsyl¬ 
vania horsemen are fortunate to have such 
a good program available at Parx and I am 
pleased that Turning For Home is now one 
of the national models for horse retirement. 
Mike and Barbara (Luna) have done a great 
job with the program,” stated the PHBA 
president.

Under regular rider Eilidh 
Grant, the 6-year-old son of 
Forestry and the Kingmambo 
mare Marnbo Bell won from both 
on or near the pace. In the Wood- 
ley Cup, he was close to the pace 
throughout before pulling away 
from Daytime and Snowbuster at 
the head of the stretch. Wahoo 
closed to finish third. 

In the $2,000 Virginia HBPA 
at the Warrenton Hunt Point-to- 
Point at Airlie, Forest Bell took 
the lead early and won handily. 

Three weeks later, Sara Col¬ 
lettes homebred Wahoo wasn’t 


going to let Forest Bell win yet 
another. 

That said, Forest Bell wasn’t 
about to lose either. Both got 
their way when the two Virginia- 
breds finished on even terms 
in the Leeds Manor. This time, 
Forest Bell set the early pace but 
was joined by Wahoo (Prized— 
Nes, by Waquoit) in the final 
quarter mile. Those two battled to 
the finish 5 lengths to the good of 
Snowbuster. 

Forest Bell’s Loudoun score 
was accomplished with a pace¬ 
setting trip and by turning back 
Snowbuster to win going away by 
2Vi lengths. 

Forest Bell races for owner/ 
trainer Simon Hobson. Bred by 
by the late Edward P. Evans, he 
is a half-brother to graded stakes 
winner Mambo Fever ($124,010, 
Tempted S-G3, etc.)

J ockey Javier Castellano timed it just right as 
Perfect Officer rallied from mid-pack and 
nabbed long-time leader Great Mills at the 
wire in the April 14 $100,000 Shakertown 
Stakes-G3 at Keeneland over 5 V 2 furlongs on 
the firm turf. Perfect Officer, the 3.30-1 sec¬ 
ond choice in a field of 10, set a course record 
of 1:01.53 with the nose victory for Virginia 
owner David A. Ross. 


Shortening stride through the stretch after 
setting splits of :21.76 and :44.26, Great Mills 
was up 3 lengths with a furlong to go, and just 
failed to hold in a strong performance. 

Perfect Officer won the Solomon Northup 
Stakes at Saratoga in 2009, but eventually 
was claimed for $50,000 in March 2011 by 
Ross. He immediately excelled with train¬ 
er Michael Pino, winning the Tony Gatto 


Dream Big Stakes next out at Atlantic City, 
and later Monmouth Park’s Wolf Hill Stakes. 
His placings include the Breeders’ Cup Turf 
Sprint-G2, Turf Monster Handicap-G3 and 
Woodford Stakes-G3. 

The Shakertown marked Perfect Officer’s 
2012 debut, as well as his first start for trainer 
Tony Dutrow. He now has lifetime earnings of

York Times (“Mangled Horses, 
Maimed Jockeys; A Nationwide 
Toll”) claimed there was rampant 
illegal use of drugs in horse racing 
that caused injuries to both horses 
and jockeys. The Times reported 
from 2009 through 2011 trainers 
were “caught illegally drugging 
horses 3,800 times, a figure that 
vastly understates the problem 
because only a small percentage 
of horses are actually tested”The 
article cited that as evidence of 
a state regulatory failure to stop 
“cheating” 

The Times article prompt¬ 
ed another call by some in the 
industry for federal regulation 
of horse racing and a ban on all 
medication, including furosemide 
(Lasix) that prevents pulmonary 
hemorrhaging. 

However, an analysis of regula¬ 
tory data in Thoroughbred racing 
states, including the Mid-Atlantic, 
shows the Times’ assertions are at 
best badly flawed and seriously 
misleading. Likewise the call for 
a medication ban is premised on 
misconceptions by industry par¬ 
ticipants who should know better. 

According to The Jockey Club 
Fact Book from 2009 through 
2011, the average field size in 
139,920 Thoroughbred races run 
throughout the United States was 
8.17 horses. Because at least two 
horses in every race, the winner 
and another horse selected by 
the stewards, are routinely tested 
for drugs, 25 percent of all horses 
(two of every eight) were tested. 
Statistically speaking that is a rep¬ 
resentative sample of all horses 
racing in the three-year period. 
At the outset it is thus fair to say 
the Times was wrong in claiming 
post race testing “vastly under¬ 
states” the extent of “cheating.” 

What then were the results 
of drug testing in the Times’ 


three-year period? Do they show 
rampant “illegal drugging”? The 
answer is no. Based on data main¬ 
tained by state racing commis¬ 
sions, 99.26 percent of nearly 
300,000 postrace tests were nega¬ 
tive for drug use. Focusing on the 
Mid-Atlantic, 99.43 percent of 
nearly 75,000 post race tests were 
negative. Those percentages are 
not by any stretch of the imagi¬ 
nation evidence of rampant drug 
use. Rather, they should be the 
envy of every other sport that 
tests for drugs. 

Granted, in the three years 
there were positive test results, but 
only about half the 3,800 claimed 
by the Times . Even so, nearly 
all were for drug concentrations 
above regulatory levels of per¬ 
mitted therapeutic medication, 
like common anti-inflammatory 
drugs similar to aspirin taken by 
humans. Only a handful of drug 
test positives (82 of 279,922, or 
less than 3100ths of 1 percent) 
were for illegal substances having 
no purpose other than cheating 
(e.g. cobra venom, heroin, etc.). 

The chart above summarizes 
results for the period. Class 1 
and 2 positives are the “cheater” 
drugs classified as such by the 
Association of Racing Commis¬ 
sioners International. They have 
the highest potential for affecting 
performance and have no gener¬ 
ally accepted medical use in race 
horses. Class 3, 4, and 5 positives, 


on the other hand, indicate over¬ 
doses of therapeutic medication. 
Therapeutics are permitted in 
racehorses and have little or no 
likelihood of affecting perfor¬ 
mance. 

The newspaper piece also 
claims drug use is the main cause 
of horses breaking down and 
being injured in races. Based on a 
purported analysis of Equihase 
charts, the article reported an 
“incident rate” of 5.2 per thou¬ 
sand starts. A subsequent Thor¬ 
oughbred Times analysis of the 
same charts claimed a 4.03 per 
thousand incident rate. But the 
above state racing commission 
data negates the Times’ dramatic 
assertion about drugs. 

In 2009-11 the data shows an 
overall drug positive rate of 1.8 
per thousand starts. Assuming for 
the sake of discussion the highly 
doubtful premise that all drug use, 
whether illegal or therapeutic, 
causes injuries and fatalities, the 
“incident rate” in the three-year 
period should be closer to 1.8, 
and not 4.03 or 5.2 per thou¬ 
sand starts, depending on which 
publication, if any, is correct. 
Simply put, the actual data sug¬ 
gests something beside drug use 
is primarily responsible for racing 
breakdowns. 

Finally, the Times and many 
of those industry voices calling 
for a ban on raceday medication 


appear to labor under the mis¬ 
conception that raceday medica¬ 
tion, in addition to Lasix and its 
adjuncts, is routinely permitted in 
the Mid-Atlantic and other rac¬ 
ing jurisdictions. The Times says 
“horses are permitted to run on 
some dose of pain medication, 
usually bute.” But that is not true. 
The “dose” the article hangs its 
hat on is not active medication 
but rather a regulatory threshold 
limit set for testing purposes. 

For example, in Virginia the 
current threshold for phenylbu¬ 
tazone (bute) is 2 micrograms per 
milliliter of plasma in post race 
testing. That small concentration 
has no pharmacological effect on 
a horse. Because of the increasing 
sensitivity of drug testing equip¬ 
ment threshold limits like that are 
necessary to avoid having positives 
called on residual concentrations 
of therapeutic medication law¬ 
fully administered before race day. 

Finally, the Times compounded 
its error, at least regarding Vir¬ 
ginia, by implying an increase in 
racing fatalities at Colonial 
Downs was caused in 2005 by the 
Virginia Racing Commission 
increasing its bute threshold from 
2 to 5 micrograms. But a study 
conducted with the assistance of 
the Commission demonstrated 
there was no statistically signifi¬ 
cant difference in fatality rates 
tied to bute threshold levels.

Classic performances 
at Charles Town: 
Russell Road is back 


T he second running of the 

Confucius Say Stakes on April 14 
matched two old adversaries 
in bitter conflict. Mark Russell's 
Russell Road had not started since 
a poor showing in the A Huevo 
Stakes in November, and Baer's 
Racing Stable's gritty Son of a Bear 
sported a win and three seconds 
in his last four races, dating back to 
December 2011. 

The fresh horse versus the now 
runner never really materialized into 
the anticipated duel, as millionaire 
Russell Road exploded past rivals on 
the far turn and coasted to an easy 
4V2-length win. 

Toting 123 pounds, including 
Luis Perez, Russell Road had been 
training exceptionally well for 
conditioner James W. Casey, as 
evidenced by a best-of-the-day 
5-furlong work in :59.40 on April 6. 

The son of Wheaton—Roberta 
Grump, by Verification, now has 19 


wins from 29 starts over the Charles 
Town oval. Bred by Robert Lloyd, 
the 6-year-old got the year off to a 
great start and barring any problems 
looms a short-priced favorite to 
repeat as the West Virginia-bred 
Horse of the Year. 

The controversy over where 
Russell Road fits into the greatest 
West Virginia-bred or sired horses 
of all-time is always a hot topic in 
the racing office. Days after the 
stakes, George Yetsook (trainer of 
Confucius Say), Billie Kennedy (agent 
for Travis Dunkelberger, former rider 
of Russell Road) and steward Larry 
Dupuy looked poised to put on the 
boxing gloves to settle the debate. 
Suffice to say everyone made good 
arguments for their respective stars 
and parted friends. 

Russell has indicated that he 
would like to keep the number of 
races to a minimum this year, with 


the $500,000 West Virginia Breeders 
Classic on Oct. 20 his main objective. 

"There are only so many West 
Virginia-bred stakes and the fans 
love to see him run," Russell said. 

Russell Road has now won a 
stakes on all four Charles Town 
Classic programs. 

♦ When you are good there is no 
reason to blush about it. The results 
are no brag, just fact, as Grams 
Racing Stable's Blushing B. J. shook 
off the rust of six months and proved 
why she was named the West 
Virginia-bred 3-year-old filly of 2011. 

In the second race on Classic 
night, a 7-furlong allowance, the 
dependable daughter of Rock 
Slide—B. J. Bear, by Rakeen, took 
the track early, briefly relinquished 
command at the top of the stretch 
but fought back under ferocious 
pressure to prevail by a neck. 

Trainer Tim Grams' homebred 
has never been worse than third in 
her career and is best remembered 
for a second in the 2011 $100,000 
Maryland Million Oaks. 

Grams was happy with his filly's 
performance but good-naturedly 
hinted that the best is yet to come. 

♦ Open the dictionary and turn to 
the word versatility and you should 
find a picture of Nancy Terhune's 
mare Silver Heart. 
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The gray/roan is now seven years 
old but shows no signs of slowing 
down; instead she seems to be 
aging like a fine bottle of wine. 

The winner of last year's $250,000 
West Virginia "Cavada" Breeders 
Classic Stakes took on an evenly 
matched group of fillies and mares 
in the Original Gold Stakes on 
Charles Town Classic night and 
demonstrated why she sits alone at 
the top of her division. 

Using totally reverse tactics that 
afforded her a win in the Cavada 
(coming from dead last), jockey 
Travis Dunkelberger opted to send 
the daughter of Lion Hearted—Holy 
Princess, by Holy Bull, from her rail 
post and make every pole a winning 
one. 

Silver Heart was bred by Nancy 
Terhune and Ernest Frohboese and is 
rapidly approaching the half-million 
dollar mark in earnings. 

♦ Down Town Allen won two stakes 
in 2011, but to her connections, 
probably fell short of their important 
end of year goals. 

The lanky bay mare by Windsor 
Castle out of Like Down Town, by 
Roy, is always one of the fastest 
contenders at the abbreviated 
Charles Town sprint distances. 


The fourth race on Classic night 
was the Distaff Sprint Handicap, 
and the prohibitive favorite was 
Joyous Music.The Steven Brown filly 
was undefeated and untested over 
Charles Town's tight turn Mecca 
and her performance was again 
scintillating. The daughter of Bellamy 
Road stopped the clock at :50.65 
and returned $3.80 to her fans. 

In defeat, Down Town Allen 
signaled her triumphant return 
to form. Racing from her outside 
position, she chased Joyous Music 
throughout and was within 2 lengths 
at the finish. She gave a clear 
warning sign to her fellow West 
Virginia dash challengers. 

♦ At first glance, the fourth running 
of the $1,000,000 Charles Town 
Classic-G2 seemed to have a total 
lack of local flavor, except for the 
appearance of perennial top-five 
rider Travis Dunkelberger on the 
California-based ship-in Skipshot. As 
they say, Dunkelberger was "keeping 
it real" for his fellow jockeys that toil 
year-round in hopes of securing a 
mount in the track's prestigious 1 Vs- 
mile event. 

When the Jerry Hollendorfer- 
trained runner backed up after 
being in contention for the better 


part of the race, the dreams of a 
hometown hero were momentarily 
dashed, until we learned the next 
day from longtime horsewoman, 
Cynthia O'Bannon. that the 
sire of winner Caixa Eletronica, 
Arromanches, once stood in West 
Virginia. 

"John (McKee) and I stood 
Arromanches at our old Beau Ridge 
Farm in Bunker Hill for one season," 
she said."The son of Relaunch had 
been a very tough competitor on 
the track and we thought he would 
be a great compliment to our 
existing band of stallions. The initial 
response to him was lukewarm, but 
we have fond memories of our time 
together." 

Caixa Eletronica had not raced 
farther than a mile since August 
2011, and was making his first start 
over the track, but must have knew 
about his father's connection to 
the Mountain State as he swept to 
victory for trainer Todd Pletcher and 
owner Michael Repole. 

The 7-year-old gelding was 
adroitly handled by veteran jockey 
Javier Castellano, and with the first- 
place check of $576,000, earned 
more money than in his previous 51 
starts combined.

10years ago 

I Two-time Horse of the Year 
Cigar, known as “horse of the 
world” during the height of 
his career in 1995 and 1996, 
was elected to the Racing Hall 
of Fame in his first year of eli¬ 
gibility 

Bred by Allen Paulson 
and foaled at Country Life 
Farm in Bel Air, Md., Cigar 
compiled a 16-race win streak 
which included 10 Grade 1 
races (among them the 1995 
Breeders’ Cup Classic) as well 
as the inaugural running of 
the Dubai World Cup. He 
retired with a North American 
earnings record of $9,999,815 
from 33 starts. 

Also honored was longtime 
Marylander Grover (Bud) 

Delp, who will be forever 
linked as trainer of Spectacular 
Bid. The champion 2-year-old 
of 1978 repeated as champion 
at 3 when winning six Grade 
1 races that year, including 
the Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness Stakes. Delp saddled 
“the Bid” to an undefeated 
nine-race season at 4, when 
the big gray was named Horse 
of the Year and champion 
older horse. Under Delp’s 
tutelage, Spectacular Bid won 
26 of 30 races and earned 
$2,781,608. 

At the time of his election, 
Delp had sent out the earners 
of $37.5 million, and had 


3,533 wins from 17,121 starts 
(21 percent win rate). His cur¬ 
rent stable star was Grade 1 
Pimlico Special winner 
Include. 

I In an interview with Lucy 
Acton, Delaware Park owner 
Bill Rickman Jr. discussed the 
continual improvements at the 
track—which included the 
recent construction of an 
18-hole golf course on 250 
acres - as well as expansion 
into Maryland with the pur¬ 
chase of the Ocean Downs 
Standardbred track. 

Asked if Delaware Park 
would have survived with¬ 
out slots (which arrived in 
December 1995), Rickman 
replied: “No. Absolutely it 
would not have. We would 
have done well—without the 
racetrack. Because the piece of 
property was going up and up 
in value. We have the largest 
piece of commercial prop¬ 
erty in the state of Delaware. 
Seven hundred acres of 
regional commerical property, 
right here. So it would be 
something today, but it would 
not be a track. We would not 
have developed it. Somebody 
would have. We would have 
just said no, we’re going to 
close.” 

As to the concept of a 
circuit within the Mid-Atlantic 
region, Rickman responded: 
“It’s going to happen, some¬ 
day. Because there’s no such 
thing as a Maryland horse or 
a Delaware horse or even a 
Pennsylvania horse. They’re 
all Mid-Atlantic horses. You 
have to work together, and we 
haven’t done it well in the past 
because egos are way too big.” 

I Reigning Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year Include 
returned to repeat in the 
Jennings Handicap at Pimlico, 
his first start of the year. 
Robert Meyerhoff’s homebred 
was the headliner on the ninth 
annual Maryland Spring 
Challenge Day card, which 
featured five stakes, four 


restricted to state-bred run¬ 
ners. Carrying top weight of 
123 pounds, Include cruised 
home by nine lengths. 



Young Dubliner (Ire) led over the 13th 
fence on the way to a Maryland Hunt 
Cup course record, which still stands. 


I Young Dubliner (Ire) - 
owned by Delawareans Bill 
and Renee Lickle, ridden by 
Irishman Brian Moran and 
trained in South Carolina by 
Pennsylvanian Kathy 
Neilson-captured the 
Maryland Hunt Cup in course 
record time of 8:25%. 

Neilson won her Hunt 
Cup debut, but followed a 
family tradition. Her great¬ 
grandfather Redmond Stewart 
Sr. won the race in 1904; her 
grandfather, Redmond Stewart 
Jr., owned winners *Ben Nevis 

II and Haffaday. Her father, 
Paddy, rode in the Hunt Cup 
21 times, winning three. Her 
aunt, Ann Stewart, trained 
winners Ivory Poacher and 
Swayo. And her sister, Sanna 
Neilson, rode to victory in 
1991 and 1993. 

I The Grand National timber 
stakes, known as the “key 
prep” for the Maryland Hunt 
Cup, was won for the fourth 
consecutive year by a horse 
trained by Tom Voss. Sam 
Sullivan, owned by the trainer’s 
wife, Mimi, powered past 
Swayo, Make Me a Champ and 
Young Dubliner (Ire). Voss 
sent out Welter Weight to take 
die previous three runnings. 

25years ago 

I Northern Dancer, one of 
die greatest sires in history, 
was officially retired from stud. 


“No special ceremony marked 
Northern Dancer’s retirement 
on April 15,” reported the 
Maryland Horse . “ ‘But we all 
cried a lot,’ said Windfields 
Farm’s general manager Joe 
Hickey. ‘It was a very touching 
moment.’” 

The 26-year-old stallion was 
in good health, but midway 
through the breeding season 
it became apparent that his 
fertility and libido were wan¬ 
ing. He was bred to 24 mares, 
but only three were found to 
be pregnant (by the time the 
retirement was announced, 
two had reportedly lost their 
foals). The one mare con¬ 
firmed in foal was European 
champion Mrs. Penny. 

Northern Dancer was to 
remain as a pensioner at E.P. 
Taylor’s farm in Chesapeake 
City. “Everything will stay 
exacdy the same for him, 
except he won’t be breeding 
any more mares,” said Hickey. 

Northern Dancer lived to the 
age of 29. Upon his death on Nov. 
16', 1990, his body was taken to 
Windfields Farm in Canada for 
burial. 

He sired two foals in his 
final crop, both colts sold at the 
KeenelandJuly sale as yearlings. The 
more prominent was Mrs. Penny's 
chestnut son Northern Park, 
who was Northern Danceds final 
million-dollar baby. Sold for $2.8 
million, he became a stakes winner 
in France. 

I In one of the closest 
finishes in the race’s 91-year 
history, the Maryland Hunt 
Cup was decided by the length 
of Sugar Bee’s neck, after a 
stride-for-stride battle with 
Our Climber from the 17th 
fence to the finish of the 
4-mile timber test. Only three 
of the nine starters completed 
the race. 

Owned by Arthur (Nick) 
Arundel, Sugar Bee was 
trained and ridden by Chatles 
C. Fenwick Jr., making his 
14th Hunt Cup appearance 
as a jockey and winning it for 
the fifth time. Sugar Bee, a 
9-year-old Virginia-bred geld¬ 
ing, started his career on the 
flat and set a 6%-furlong track 
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record at Charles Town at 3. 

A winner over hurdles mid¬ 
way through his career, the 
chestnut was switched to com¬ 
pete over timber and earned 
Timber Horse of the Year 
honors in 1985. 

Sugar Bee's Hunt Cup 
win came in his first attempt 
over the course. “He'd never 
jumped fences this size before 
and he didn’t like the ground,” 
said Fenwick. “But he handled 
the going well and he’s a good 
jumper.” 

I Bumping into an old friend, 
trainer Bill Donovan, at a car 
wash in Baltimore in January 
1986, businessman and former 
Maryland Racing Commission 
member Don Levinson 
mentioned that if a good 
2-year-old came along, he 
might be interested. Three 
months later, Donovan 
purchased a Florida-bred colt 
privately for $30,000 after 
seeing him at the Ocala 
Breeders juvenile sale, and 
Levinson became the owner 
of Lost Code. 

In one year, Lost Code, 
a son of Codex, had earned 
$251,336 and was one of 
the hottest 3-year-olds in the 
country. However, because 
he was a late-developing colt, 
he was not nominated to the 
Triple Crown races. “But from 
now on, we’ve got him nomi¬ 
nated to everything,” noted 
Levinson. 

Lost Code went on to earn 
$2,085,396from 27 starts, 
captured a doyen stakes ; including 
the Grade 1 Arlington Classic 
and Oaklawn Handicap and four 
derbies (the Alabama, Illinois, 

St. Paul and Ohio), and had a 
successful stud career, siring 45 
stakes winners. 

50years ago 

I Ocala Stud Farm founder 
Bruce S. Campbell took over 
the reins as president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. 

The native Marylander 
intended to bring five mares 
he owned from Florida to 
Maryland. “I want them to

Campbell’s advice to 
Maryland breeders was: “. . . 
concentrate first on acquir- 
ing good broodmares. An 
expensive mare is a cheap 
investment. We’ll need good 
stallions, too. But let’s get the 
mares first.”

of ^Heliopolis, but Sasso 
noted, “I am inclined to think 
that Globemaster will stay in 
Maryland.” 

Trained by Tommy Kelly, 
Globemaster won or placed in 
21 of 27 starts over three sea¬ 
sons while earning $355,423. 
He won four stakes, including 
the Arlington Classic in track 
record time and the Wood 
Memorial, and finished second 
in two classics: the Preakness 
(to Carry Back) and Belmont 
Stakes (to Sherluck). 

Within a 10-mile radius 
of Penowa Farm were farms 
owned by Mrs. Richard C. 
duPont, Mrs. George P. 

Odom, Eugene Weymouth, 
W.C. Freeman and Bayard 
Sharp. 

Wrote Maryland Horse 
editor Snowden Carter: 
“Undoubtedly, this is a por¬ 
tion of Maryland which is 
on the upswing as far as 
Thoroughbreds are con¬ 
cerned.” 

I The National Horse Sales 
Yearling auction was drawing 
many offerings to its July 12 
venue, to be held at William 
duPont’s Fair Hill estate near 
Elkton, Md. Among the 
youngsters advertised was a 
black colt by the classically 
bred Sun Bahram consigned 
byjanon Fisher Jr. Out of 
War Admiral’s daughter Laelia, 
a half-sister to the dam of 
Preakness winner Bally Ache, 
the colt was a half-brother to 
recent Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner Mountain Dew.
